There is a lockout at the works of the IIli- 
nois Steel Works, Ashland avenue and Thir- 
ty-second street, and nearly 1,500 men are 
thrown out of employment thereby. The 
order closing the entire plant was issued by 


* Superintendent Walker at 5 o’clock last. 


evening, and went into effect an hour. later. 
By 7 o’clock the fires had been drawn from 
under every furnace and the army of men 
had slowly filed out of the immense buildings 
and yards of the company. Every man car- 
ried with him a little bundle of clothes and 
a tin dinner pail. It may be months before 
either will be in service again. 
This march of the men into a period of 
enforced idleness of unknown length was 
quiet and orderly. Few gathered around 
the gates to discuss the situation. The 
events of the last month had prepared the 
men for almost anything that could happen. 
The troubles inside the tight, high board 
- fence marking the boundary. line of the 
‘company’s possessions have been so numer- 
ous and complicated the workmen realized 
affairs must soon come to an issue. Thus,

ARMED MEN PROTECT AIR MOTORS. 


Guards for the Chicago General Street 
Railroad’s Contemplated Substi- 
tate for Electricity. 


Men armed ‘with rifies sit night and day 
on a big box in the Lawndale power-house 
of the Chicago General Street railroad com- 
pany. Strangers in the neighborhood are 
eyed with suspicion, and a deliberate at- 
tempt to discover what is going on would 
probably require the immediate attention 
of the Coroner. ‘ 

The property the men with the rifles are 
guarding is a patent device for the appli- 
cation of compressed air as a motive force 
to street cars. The patent is owned by the 
Illinois Compressed Air Motor company, 
which is going to demonstrate to the Chi- 
cago General railroad company the super- 
jority of compressed air to the “ deadly 
trolley.” . , 

Two tests arranged for by the company 
had to be given up owing to vital parts of the 
patent machinery being tampered with by 
unknown parties before the days set for the 
trials. The motor company is under contract 
with the railway company to give a com- 
plete test of the motor before July 1, and. 
have placed the men with rifles on guard to 
prevent any further interference with their 
plans. If their representations for the com- 
pressed air system are borne out it was said 
by officers of the railroad company yester- 
day the air motor would entirely take the 
place of electricity on surface railroads in 
Chicago. : 

Two cars fully equipped with air motors 
will be placed on the regular running 
schedule of the Chicago General company, 
and their carrying capacity, running time, 
and general fitness for business will be given 
a long and careful test, and every detail re- 
corded. 

The test will cost the Compressed Air com- 
pany over $25,000, part of which was paid 
for the erection of a compressing plant at 
Lawndale. 

The company ‘says its plan of operation is 
cheaper than electricity by 5 per cent.

Senator Allison and Others Declare for 
Sound Money.

Washington, D. C., June 2.—{Special.}— 
On the eve of adjournment and as if to ad- 
vertise jts folly the Senate this evening 
passed the foolish Butler bond bill by the 
usual majority of 7 votes. 

This was a measure introduced by Butler 
of North Carolina, a rabid Populist and sil- 
verite, who broke into the Senate from the 
Tar Heel State as the result of a combina- 
tion between Kepublicdns and Populists. 
The bill by its terms absolutely prohibits 
the issuance of bonds without the specific 
consent of Congregs, 
the measure can possibly become a law, 
but Butler and his silver allies, both Repub- 
lican and Democratic, went through the 
farce of passing the measure, as they them- 
selves admitted fur the sole purpose of em- 
phasizing the fact that the Senate is con- 
trolled by the silver faction. 

This makes three significant silver meas- 
ures which have been voted upon in the Up- 
per Iiouse during the session and always 
by the sarmne margin. The bond bill, which 
was passed by the House on the request of 
the President, was turned into a free coin- 
age measure by the Senate by a majority of 
7, and sent back to the House where it is 
slumbering peacefully and where it will 
slumber until the Fifty-fourth Congress 
passes into history. The tariff bill, which 
was passed by the House to provide the 
government with necessary revenue, meta 
somewhat similar fate inthe Senate.

Scheme to Embarrass the Treasury. 

The Butler resolution prohibiting,the sale 
of bonds was introduced early in the wirter, 
and might have been passed at any time. 
It was held in reserve as part of a definite 
program, which was that the Senate should 
pass some sort of a silver scheme at fre- 
quent intervals, so as to embarrass the 
Treasury as much as possible, and make it 
difficult to maintain the gold reserve.

NOBOU Aasohangeé since ihe 
beginning of the session; The thirty-two who 
voted for the bond bfll included seventeen 
Democrats, ten Republicans, and five Popu- 
lists. There were sixteen Republicans and 
nine Democrats, or a total of twenty-five, 
who_recorded themselves for sound money 
and ‘in favor of giving the President full 
authority to maintain the dignity and honor 
of the country. The vote was known in ad- 
vance, of course, for the line has been sharp- 
ly drawn between the silver and anti-silver 
Senators. 


Pettigrew Tries te Explain. 

Particular interest, however, was directed 
to the vote of Senator Pettigrew*of South 
‘Dakota, who has always voted with the 
silver men, but who was distinctly repudi- 
ated by his State conVention, not only as re- 
gards McKinley’s nomination, but also on 
the financial question. The South Dakota 
convention distinctly declared for sound 
money, and it is a well-known fact that 
Pettigrew goes to St. Louis as a delegate- 
at-large only because he pledged himself to 
abide by the decision of his delegation. He’* 
evidently felt it was necessary for him to 
justify his vote in the Senate for silver, and 
so he entered upon a tortuous explanation of 
the action of his convention, winding up with 
the declaration that it did not declare against 
silver In any way. When the report of his 
remarks reaches the prairies of South Da- 
kota the Republicans may make .-things 
warm for Pettigrew. His term does not ex- 
pire until 1901, so he is reasonably secure in 
his seat. 
The debate which immediately preceded 
the vote was simply thrashing over old straw 
for the most part, but there was great inter- 
est manifested on both sides of the Chamber 
when Senator Allison, following the example 
set by Senator Cullom, arose at his desk 
and without attempting to go into the argu- 
ment declared himself: flat-footed against 
free and unlimited silver coinage at the pres- 
ent ratio without an international agree- 
ment. Not only did he declare this to be: 
his present view, but he said without reser- 
vation that he could be depended upon to 
vote in that way for the future. 


Two Slaps at Cleveland. 

It is a rather curious thing that on the 
same day the President should have received 
a slap in the face from both Houses of Con- 
gress, though for totally different .reasons. 
While the House was declaring the river 
and harbor bill should become a law, Cleve- 
land’s veto to the contrary nothwithstand+ 
ing, the Senate was proposing to take away 
from him the right to issue bonds to secure 
the gold necessary to redeem greenback 
notes on presentation. Fortunately for the 
country the Senate’s action binds only it- 
self and the Butler bill will never be heard 
of again.

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WANT MONEY TO BUILD AN AIRSHIP. 


Peffer Introduces a Bill to Aid Lang- 
ley-Cowden Scheme, 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—(Special.)— 
There is little Senator Peffer of Kansas will 
not do to oblige a friend, as: his latest con- 
tribution to the literature of the United 
States Senate proves. , 

At the request of James Seldon Cowden of 
Vienna, Fairfax County, Va.,; the long whis- 
kered Kansan has introduced a proposition 
for the promotion of aerial navigation for 
military purposes. Jt is the idea of Mr, 
Cowden that Congress should extend to him 
such financial encouragement as may be 
deemed appropriate in the development of 
his plan of “ navigating the air upon the 
principle of a live fish in the water, rather 
than upon the principle of a live bird in the 
air.’’ 

This inyentor says he is a few white chips 
shy in perfecting his invention, but with 
$15,000 in four months he’ can construct an 
airship that will move through the air at 
the will of the operator and not otherwise 
when finally perfected. Attention is in- 
vited to the fact that inasmuch as Congress 
appropriated $80,000 for the development of 
the Morse system ‘of telegraphy, equal con- 
fidence and consideration should be shown 
the inventor of the proposed air navigator. 

Should $15,000 be furnished Mr. Cowden 
to enable him to perfect his invention for 
the safe and speedy navigation of the air 
he ‘*‘ will pledge his sacred word of honor 
in writing to the Secretary of the Treasury 
that he will faithfully strive to construct 
and complete his invention within four 
months from the passage of the act of Con- 
gress so that it will transport a load of not 
less than 500 pounds for thirty miles within 
one hour.”’ 

Furthermore, he will promptly deliver all 
plans and specifications for the construc- 
tion and operation of the airship to the 
Secretary of War. Should CoWden succeed 
in his undertaking he wants Uncle Sam to 
pay him an additf®nal $85,000 in full for all 
right, title, and interest in his invention. 
Provision is made, however, that the first 
machine made shall be the inalienable prop- 
erty of the inventor and his heirs forever. 

This proposition is the outcome of the re- 
cent airship experiment by Prof. Langley 
of the Smithsonian Institution in the vicin- 
ity of Capt. Cowden’s residence in Virginia, 
and it is expected that the perpetual] motion 
machine inventor will again come to the 
fore and invoke d@Ssistance from Congress.

New Conrpany Net Allowed to Have a 
Land Monopoly. 
Washington, D. C., June 2.—The House Ju- 
diciary committee today decided to report to 
the House the subcommittee resolution for 
the reorganization of the Northern Pacific 

railway. — 

Several amendments were made to the 
resolution. The first strikes out the right of 
the new company to reserve for its own use 
the timber and mineral lands within the 
grant except such coal mines as have al- 
ready been opened. The company is re- 
quired to sell all lands west of the Missouri 
River at $2.50 per acre that lie within a mile 
on either side of the road. Those east of the 
Missouri River and a mile on either aide of 
the rend are tO be sold at $5 per acre. If 
ufter five years from the date of the passage 
of the resolution any of the lands belonging 
to the grant are found to, be owned by any 
person or association connected with the 
new company such lands ‘shall be forfeited 
to the United States. If the new company 
itself be found to own any Jands for which 
a fair price has been offered and refused 
they shall be forfeited to the government, 
and any one may preémpt, homestead, or 
purchase the same and contest with the 
company, and, if successful, is to have the 
land according to the manner of entry.

OVER CLEVELAND'S VETO. 


—— 
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HOUSE REPASSES THE BIG RIVER 
AND HARBOR BILL. 


Members Vote, 220 to 60, te Make the 
Appropriation Measure a Law, 
Thirty-nine Democratic Members 
Taking Sides Against the President 
—Senate Likely to Indorse the Vote 
—Biz Work to Be Done on the Chi- 
cago River by Federal! Government. 

Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special.j— 
*“ We didn’t do a thing to Grover,” was the 
slangy way in which a member of the House 
described the passage of the river and harbor 
bill today over the President's veto. The 
vote of 220 to 60, so that the friends of the 
bill not only had the necessary two-thirds 
to override the veto, but a little matter of a 
solid block of 100 votes to spare. 

Whether credit or blame is to be attached 
to the final passage of this great appropria- 
tion bill it can hardly be charged up to either 
party. Twenty-six Republicans voted to 
sustain the President, They were almost ex- 
clusively from agricultural districts from 
the West which were not affected by the river 
and harbor bill because they had no water 
communications. Among the number was 
Mr. Connolly of Illinois, the only one of the 
delegation who voted that way. There were 
thirty-nine Democratic members who voted 
against the President. They, of course, rep- 
resented districts which had been well taken 
care of, The split in the two parties demon- 
strated the fact that to carry a river and 
harbor bill carrying any number of millions 
in the way of appropriations through Con- 
gress it is only necessary to distribute the 
“pork "’ judiciously. - 


Chairman Hooker of the River and Harbor | 


committee in presenting his report made a 
strong plea in opposition to the arguments 
advanced by the President. He showed Mr. 
Cleveland's figures were erroneous in al- 
most every particular, and in addition, with 
few exceptions, the improvements provided 
for by the bill were favorably passed upon 
by the engineers of the army, and hence the 
administration was to a certain extent re- 
sponsible for the bill as passed by Congress. 

The only anxiety as to the fate of the 
measure concerned its passage through the 
House. The managers were. at first fearful 
they would be unable to recall enough of the 
absentees to secure the necessary two-thirds 
vote, but by keeping the wires busy since the 
veto was received they rather overdid the 
matter and secured a majority which settled 
the fate of the bill. There will probably be 
some little opposition in the Senate, but the 
members of the Upper House are too far re- 
moved from the people and their sense of re- 
sponsibility is too vague to make them hesi- 
tate much about a record. 


Chicage Features in the Bill, 


An important feature for local interests 
connected with the passage of the bill over 
the President's veto and its becoming a law, 
by direct legislative action is the fact that 
it means a large appropriation for the im- 
provement of the Chicago River and the 
placing of that work in the list of continuing 
contracts, which insures additional appro- 
priations from year to year, and also that 
the Federal Government will dredge the 
stream so large boats can get to the head 
waters without difficulty. This will, of 
course, necessitate changes in the grade 
of the La Salle and Washington street tun- 
nels, but this will have to be done as a re- 
sult of Federal control, for the army en- 
gineers are directed to dredge the river to 
a certain depth, and ff: there happens to be 
a tunnel or two in the way when they get to 
work so much the worse for the tunnel. 

Action on the bill began when Hooker 
called up the report of the committee having 
it in charge and moved its passage, saying 
the committee was of the opinion the Presi- 
dent’s message covered every possible ob- 
jection to the bill and that the report answer- 
ed all objections. 

“Many members have asked me for op- 
portuffity to debate this matter,’’ he said, 
“and to yield to their requests would take 
much time, Without expressing any opinion 
on the question whether there should: be 
debate and to test the opinion of the House 
on the question whether debate is necessary 
1 will demand the previous question.”’

FIND 24 VOTES FOR RINAKER, 


Startling Discovery in a Scott County 
Ballot Box. | 

Washington, D. C., June 2,—[Special.}— 

By an unexpected and almost unhoped-for 

discovery among the baliots in Scott Coun- 

ty Gen. John I. Rinaker's chances fof secur- 


ing the seat now held by Finis E. Downing 


were put almost beyond dispute. 

When the board which is recounting the 
ballots eame to North Winchester Precinct 
they were startled to find that their count 
did not in any way agree with that given by 
the official Returning Board at the time of 
the election. According to the official count 
Downing had 197 votes in the precinct and 
Rinaker 174. On the recount this afternoon 
Downing was found to have 195 votes, a loss 
of two, which was not extraordinary, but 
Rinaker had 198,,a clear gain of 24 votes in 
this one precinct, The Recount Board were 
so astonished at the result that they made 
a critical examination of the ballots and 
counted them the second time with the same 
result, | 

It was found that a bunch of twenty-four 
ballots had been properly strung and duly 
checked by the judges, but had never been 
counted for Gen. Rinaker atall. Downing’s 
attorneys were overwhelmed at this unex- 
pected result, and were unable to object to 
the counting of the extra ballotg, as they 
were regular in every particular. This made 
a net.gain of 26 for Rinaker in this precinct. 
The changes in the other precincts in the 
county were insignificant. Downing gained 
three in Oroville and one in Manchester, but 
lost one in Naples, thus giving ker a 
net gain of 22, with several precincts to hear

With his existing margin of three votes 
and the possibilities in the reserve ballots 
the chances now seem to be all in favor of 
Gen. Rinaker securing the seat. The last 
ballots will be counted tonight or tomorrow, 
and the committee will be able to come to a 
decision within a few days, owing to the fact 
that it is working under a set of general 
rules prepared by the Chicago members, 
Messrs. Cooke and Reeves. 

Under the circumstances, therefore, it 1s 
more than possible that the House may 
seat Gen. Rinaker before the adjournment. 
The only opposition before was due to the 
fact that his claim was based on ex-parte 
testimony only, and the House cannot well 
refuse to seat him as the result of an actual 
recount of the ballots under the direction of 
the Elections committee, which is the creat- 
ure of the House itself. 

Gen. Rinaker is happy tonight, and there 
may well be rejoicing in the Sixteenth Dis- 
trict tomorrow over the news of the imme- 
diate possibility of being represented by a 
Republican, and thus giving Illinois a solid 
delegation.

CUSTOMS INSPECTORS TAKE BRIBES 
FHOM MILLIONAIRES, 


Wealthy Travelers Have Ne Trouble 
Getting Their Baggage Through 
the New York Custom-House With- 
out Examination—One Inspector 
Discharged for Accepting Money 
from William Waldorf Astor—In- 
vestigation Is in Progress, 


New York, June 2.—{Special.]—There is 
trouble ahead for inspectors of baggage at- 
tached to the New York Custom House. 
Grave lirregularities have been known to 
exist for some time past, and a rigorous in- 
vestigation, which has been quietly under- 
taken by Collector Kilbreth, has resulted 
in the discharge of two inspectors for im- 
properly accepting a gratuity paid to allow 
the baggage of certain millionaires and 


prominent New-Yorkers to be admitted to’ 


this port without examination. 

Some time ago in these dispatches to 
THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE it was shown how 
certain inspectors were assigned to the 
piers that promised a good harvest of 
gratituties; how they left ships and cargoes 
to which they had been assigned in order 
to examine certain “‘ good’ baggage, care- 
fully located days ahead; how the baggage 
Was passed wthout beng opened, Deputy 
Surveyor Dowling, under whose direct 
supervision the work was done, being ap- 
parently ignorant of the froceeding. 

Inspector Kilbreth thereupon began his 
investigations, and already two inspectors, 
John C. Fitzgerald and Thurlow Weed 
Parker, have received their walking papers. 

The charge against Fitzgerald implicates 
none other than William Waldorf Astor, 
who paid a visit to this country a short 
time ago, although the charge is not made 
that Mr. Astor was a party to any dishon- 
orable transaction. Fitzgerald was assigned 
to the White Star and Cunard piers, which 
were considered particularly profitable sta- 
tions by the inspectors. The charges which 
led to his dismissal was not bribery in the 
strict sense of the.term, but of receiving 
money improperly and in connection with 
baggage that was coming in, 

It is claimed also that wives of millionaires 
returning from Paris with dutiable dresses 
and also actresses are “ spotted "’ weeks in 
advance by the inspectors, who, fora certain 
‘‘ gratuity,” pass their luggage through with- 
out inspection. 

Today the detectives dropped upon In- 
spector Parker, who is detailed on the White 
Siar pier. He is charged with acceptifig a 
gratuity from School Commissioner August 
P. Montant, who arrived from Europe last 
Wednesday on the Majestic. It is said that 
Mr. Montant was in a great hurry to leave 
the pier and gave Parker $10 to make a 
‘cursory " inspection and mark his trunks 
**O. K."’ Charged with the irregularity, Par- 
ker denied it, but-a detective found the 
money on his person. 

Inspector Kilbreth will continue his inves- 
tigations and turn the Custom House “ top- 
sy-turvy ”’ if necessary. 


WILL TRY TO REVERSE DECISION. 


National Sculpture Society Takes Steps 
to Oust Rohl-Smith’s Plans. 

New York, June 2.—{Special.]—The Execu- 
tive Council of the National Sculpture So- 
ciety held a meeting tonight to consider the 
much discussed acceptance of Carl Rohl- 
Smith's design for the Sherman monument. 

Of the seventeen members of the council 
only four were absent tonight. Those pres- 
ent were J. Q. A. Ward, F. Wellington Ruck- 
stuhl, Russell Sturgis, Daniel C. French, 
Bruce Price, George B. Post, Olin L. Warner, 
Thomas Hastings, Herbert Adams, C. R.

CAN A DEAD MAN BE DIVORCED? 


Novel Law Question Arises in Actor 

Gilbert Moulton’s Case. 
.New York, June 2,—[Special.]—Actor Gil- 
bert E. H. Moulton died on Saturday in the 
belief that he had been granted a divorce 
from his wife the day before. But legal ma- 
chinery had moved slowly, and he died a 
married man. 

A contest- for the custody of Moulton’s 
child, who now lives with his brother-in-law, 
George Rankin, Chief of Police of Provi- 
dence, -R. I., will precipitate the question 
can a dead man be divorced? 

Moulton was stricken with brain-fever in 
Chicago the second week in May, and was 
brought to this city in a critical condition. 
Last week his life was despaired of. Under 
these circumstances Moulton’s lawyer, Mr. 
Pendleton, requested Justice Smyth of the 
Supreme Court to take the case out of its 
regular order on the calendar and advance 
it! to an immediate hearing. He explained 
that the plaintiff's wife had made no answer, 
and that the case seemed to go by default. 

The papers were handed up late Thurs- 
day night. Justice Smyth examined them 
cursorily next day, but did not affix his sig- 
nature to the decree. Mr. Pendleton, how- 
ever, understood the decree had been grant- 
ed, and the next marning the newspapers so 
announced it. The point now at stake is an 
extremely nice one. Attorney Pendleton 
has applied to the court to have the decree 
granted. The plaintiff is dead, and the ques- 
tion is to whom could the decree be granted.

Her Mother Killed Herself. 

New York, June 2.—{Special.}—It became 
evident in the murder trial of Mrs. Fleming 
today that the defense of the accused will 
be that Mrs. Bliss committed suicide.

R. F. PETERS LOOKING FOR HIS WIFE. 


Says She Tried to Murder Him to Get 
Life Imsurance, but He Still 
Loves Her. 


KR. FY Peters, No. 226 South Eighth street, 
Philadelphia, wants the’Chicago police to 
help him find his wife, Bertha, who left home 
on April 27, 1895. Peters says the woman 
poisoned one of her sisters to get the insur- 
ance on her life, and attempted to poison 
him for the same purpose, and is an outcast 
from her family and a thorough adventuress. 
But he loves her. 

Peters writes that they were married in 
July, 1894, and on the day of the wedding: 
he insured his life for $60,000 in favor of his 
wife. A few weeks later he became sick, 
and the doctor who was called said he had 
been poisoned. 

The woman's name before her marriage 
was Dreeke, and Otto Dreeke was found 
living with his mother at No. 1h Varet street, 
Brooklyn. Peters visited them, only to be 
told that on July 8, 1893, his wife murdered 
her sister, Mrs. Emily Oester, in order to

NEW DEAL FOR MORRISON. 


FORMAL DIVORCE BETWEEN THE 


COLONEL AND HIS AIDES.

Forman and Cable No Longer Mem- 
bers of His Political Household— 
Indications Point to an Alliance 
with Altgeld—Will Probably Get 
the Illineis Delegation—John P. 
Hopkins’ Activity Said te Be Actu- 
ated by a Vice-Presidential Bee. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—(Special.}|—Col. 
William R. Morrison has formally filed the 
necessary papers for a divorce from his old 
lieutenants and captains. He has chosen 
a-new staff with one or two notable excep- 
tions. About the time the Democratic State 
convention meets in Peoria he expects to 
have a new army following his standard. 

Capt. William 8. Forman, who lives in 
East St. Louis, and was a Congressman for 
a couple of terms or so, ahd Capt. Ben T. 
Cable of Paris, New York, and Rock Island, 
have received the decree of the court and are 
no longer regarded as relatives of any de- 
gree in the Morrisen political household. 

It has been an open secret in select free 
silver circles for weeks that Forman and 
Cable were persona non grata with the Sage 
of Waterloo, and when the St. Clair County 

convention met the truth came out. 

It was at that convention that Chairman 
G. A. Koerner, a Morrison vassal, took the 
floor and denounced in unmeasured terms 
‘‘the man who has not lived in St. Clair 
County a year,’’ who assumed to dictate to 
the St. Clair convention, meaning the afore- 
safd William S. Forman. It was charged 
in that convention that ex-Congressman 
Forman was striving to defeat instructions 
for Col. Morrison’s Presidential ambition. 

THE TRIBUNE correspondent was given the 
facts by a free silver leader here ona visit 
from Illinois, who claimed to have received 
communications from Col. Morrison and to 
have read letters written to other friends 
of* Morrison. 

Wanted the County Conventions. 

“Col. Morrison,’’ safd this gentleman, who 
is a member of the inner section of the white 
metal clan, ‘‘ wanted the Illinois delegation 
onany terms. He-asked that the county con- 
ventions instruct for him. He was told in 
plain language of the variety that he is per- 
sonally acquainted with that he could have 
the IHinois delegation to the national con- 
vention. But it must be given him by the 
free silver leaders in the party. The con- 
trolling spirits—Altgeld, Hinrichsen, Gahan, 
Nelson, Fithian, et al.—declared the Celonel 
could not have instructions from the county 
¢onventions unless the Colonel’s friends 
made a fight in each of them and won out. 
The Colonel is wise in his -day and genera- 
tion and made up his mind quickly. He pre- 
ferred a clear gift of the delegation to the 
Chicago convention to a fierce skirmish in 
every county in the State with the chances 
in the latter contest against him. 

‘IT know personally that he has not only 
not been opposed to the free coinage ideas of 
the Altgeld following, but that he has given 
them encouragement. Knowing the condi- 
tions that maintained in St. Clair County I 
assert positively that it was Col. Morrison’s 
influence that carried that county for free 
coinage. 

Drove a Spike Into Forman. 


‘** Furthermore, I know that he wrote to 
friends in that county warning them against 
Forman, telling them that.Forman was no 
friend of his, and he should not be recognized 
as such. The breach between Forman and 
Morrison has been widening for scme time. 
Forman and Cable have been pulling to- 
gether, and their game was not discovered 
until very late in the spring. 

**Col. Morrison wrote this to a friend sév- 
eral weeks ago: ‘ Forman is not my friend. 
He has other interests that are more im- 
portant to him than my affairs.’ I have 
been told that this sentiment was trans- 
mitted to several personal friends of Col. 
Morrison in St. Clair County before their 
county convention.’’ 

**Is Col. Morrison: for free coinage of sil- 
ver?” 

** He is, and at a ratio of 16 to 1.” 

** Why has he not made the fact public, at 
least to friends in Illinois? ”’ 

* He will do so in good time. It will be 
done by the time the State convention meets 
at Peoria.”’ 

*“*In what form will the communication be 
made?” 

“ Through the medium of a letter’ to a per- 
sonal friend. When the convention meets 
the delegates will be acquainted with Col. 
Morrison's financial views, and they will be 
such that the Illinois delegation can give him 
enthusiastic and hearty support in the na- 
tional convention.”’ 

Altgeld Friendly to Morrison. 
**Is Altgeld for Morrison for President?’ 
“I do not know. I have heard that he has 

no objection to Morrison, and will support 
him. Hinrichsen is earnestly for Morrison, 
principally because he believes the ticket 
will be strengthened, and for another very 
good reason—that his Sixteenth Congres- 
sional District contains many old-time 
friends of Morrison, and Henrichsen has 
sense enough to know that their votes and 
influence will be valuable to him in his Con- 
gressional aspirations.”’ 

** What caused the split between Morrison 
and Forman and Cable?’ 

* Whitney. By that I mean that Cable 
had an idea that Whitney could be nominated 
for President and himself far Vice-President, 
and .Forman is under many obligations to 
Cable. It is a ridiculous idea, but I have 
proof that Cable actually believed Illinois 
would be for that kind of a combination. 


Hopkins’ Vice-Presidential Bee. 

“JT have been told that the Vice-Presi- 
dential bee has been placed in John Hop- 
kins" bonnet, and‘that his energy in Cook 
County is attributable to the tireless buzzing 
of the insect. 

“Down in Perry County, Ill, Internal 
Revenue Collector William K. Murphy, Cir- 
cuit Judge George W. Wall, and ex-Senator 
John J. Higgins have been the controlling 
spirits for years, and.when they decided on 
a plan forthe indorsement of Perry Coun-: 
ty’s Democracy it always went through. 
The County Central committee was for free 
silver, but the Cleveland and sound money 
leaders mentioned, by some tall hustling, 
got proxies enough to control the committee. 
Some of the free silver men declare that 
money was used when necessary to get the 
proxies. Chairman Hopkins of the County 
committee was a Hinrichsen man, and he 
wrote the Chairman of the State committee 
the condition of affairs, and that a meeting 
of the committee had been cabled for a cer- 
tain day, the intention being to hold the 
county convention after the Cook County 
convention. Hinrichsen received the letter 
the day the committee was scheduled to 
meet. He immediately wired a long message 
to Hawkins, asking him to read it to the 
committee when it met. 

*“* Your county convention should be held 
before the Cook County convention,’ said 
Hinrichsen in his telegram. ‘ The Chicago 
movement is in favor of Whitney for Presi- 
dent and seeks to turn over the control of 
the national convention to the gold bugs of 
the East. The enemies of Col. Morrison are 
striving with all their might to carry Cook 
County for gold, and we need the moral 
effect of as many county conventions as 
are friendly to Morrison before the Chicago 
primaries. I hope your convention will be 
called before the date set for the Cook 
County primaries.’ 

Acted Like an Electric Shock. . 

* The message acted like an electric shock 


to the County committee, which decided on 
a& mass county convention before the Cook 


County convention, notwithstanding the 
proxies had been ordered otherwise. 
“The Democratic primaries in Pecria 


County furnished food for gossip, too. The 
gold Democrats held caucuses, conferences, 
and indignation meetings. They demanded 
primaries under the Crawford law. They 
promised to pay the expenses, and now they 
are in a pretty pickle. It is claimed that 
Mr. Cable agreed to pay the bills if primaries 
were ordered. His 1:epresentatives in Peoria 
were Bernard Cramer, Harry Pindell, and 
Ben Warren Jr. These gentlemen promised 
to pay all the bills, and even entered intoa 
bond, it is said; to do so. The County cum- 
mittee agreed to order primaries under the 
Crawford law under these conditions. Three 
distinct sets of tickets were printed. by the 
sound money committee before they got a 
ticket that was headed to suit them. The 
free silver contingent conceded everything, 
and then won out at the polls by an over- 
helming majority.

BLACKBURN COUNSELS MODERATION 


—_—— 


Kentucky Convention Will Try Not to 
Split the State Democracy, | 
Lexington, Ky., June 2.—[{Special.]—Near- 
ly all the Democratic delegates to the State 
convention, which convenes here tomorrow, 
have arrived. They have been hard at work 
all the afternoon agreeing on a policy to 
pursue tomorrow. The silver men scored a 
greater victory than they anticipated and 
they scarcely know how to use the strength 
with which they have become so suddenly 


endowed. 

At first they were as flerce as victorious 
Apaches, but Senator Blackburn counseled 
moderation fromthe start. He found it up- 
hill work and he finally decided to call a 
meeting of his supporters and talk the mat- 
ter over. Accordingly, about fifty stanch 
silver leaders assembled in Blackburn's 
headquarters and for two hours the dis- 
cussion was kept up, being participated in 
by at least twenty speakers. Many of the 
speakers fayored the most extreme meas- 
ures being taken im the platform, while 
others pleaded for moderation and a con- 
ciliatory spirit. 

After a two hours debate gre conference 
decided to not censure PresTdent Cleveland 
or Secretary Carlisle by name in the plat- 
form, but to condemn the national admin- 
istration in as strong language as possible. 
They agreed that on the money question 
the resolution should instruct the delegates 
to support a free silver advocate for Demo- 
cratic candidate for President. 

Then the conference took up the action of 
the sound money press of Kentucky in fight- 
ing Blackburn last winter and Gen. Hardin, 
the Democratic candidate for Governor last 
fall, because they were silver men. Nearly 
every man in the conference favored adopt- 
ing a resolution censuring the press of the 
State for their line of action, but nothing 
detinite was arrived at. 

The bitterest fight will be over the organ- 
ization of the State Central committee. The 
old committee goes out of existence tonight 
and the convention will form a new one. 
Many of Blackburn’s friends were gold 
Standard men and it seems that Black- 
burn is in favor of recognizing them by 
placing several of them on the committee. 
It was given out tonight that Senator 
Goebel, one of Blackburn's strongest sup- 
porters and a sound money man, will be 
pushed for Chairman of the committee. 
It was first proposed and there seemed to be 
but little opposition to the choice to make 
Maj. P. P. Johnston Chairman, but_severa]l 
of his supporters have deserted him for 
Goebel. 

John D. Carrol of Newcastle will, in all 
likelihood, be Permanent Chairman of the 
convention, while Congressman Goodnight 
will be Temporary Chairman. 

There was an informal meeting of silver 
men in their headquarters tonight, which 
was largely attended. A number of speeches 
were made by the more violent condemn- 
ing the Louisville Democratic press and pro- 
posing to start a new daily paper in that 
city which will advocate free coinage. 

Senator Bronston made a strong speech 
against the proposition, saying that news- 
papers had a right to print whatever they 
pleased so it was not libelous and to express 
any opinions they see fit. John B. Thomp- 
son of Harrodsburg followed Mr. Bronston 
in the same vein. 

Col. Jack Chinn then made a characteristic 
speech against reconciliation. He said the 
sound money Democrats are so near the 
Republican party that they would not have 
far to go, and if they could be driven, he was 
in favor of driving them in. 

The tip is given out late tonight that 
Bronston will be made Temporary Chair- 
man and Charles Wheeler of Paducah Per- 
manent Chairman. 

Blackburn will be indorsed by the con- 
vention for President. It was given out to- 
night from an authentic source that Senator 
Bronston would be a candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Congress from the 
Ashland district, and will*’ask the silver 
men to support him. If he announces him- 
self the sound money Democrats will try 
to persuade Col. Breckinridge to make the 
race against Bronston. 

At tonight’s informal meeting a strong 
sentiment was expressed against ex-Speaker 
Carroll of Louisville, who opposed Black- 
burn last winter and voted for Carlisle for 
Senator. He will probably be unseated as 
a delegate from Louisville. 

The fight between Senator Goebel and Maj. 
Johnston's friends, who are booming each 
of them for the Chairmanship of the State 


- Central committee, was redhot tonight. 


MARYLAND TO DECLARE FOR GOLD. 


Slate Is Made Up for the Democratic 
Convention June 10. 
Baltimore, Md., June 2.—The slatefor the 
State Democratic convention on the 10th 
inst. has practically been made up, and 
it is reasonably certain that the following 

will be named as delegates-at-large: 

John E. Hurst of Baltimore, late Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor; John Gill 
and Elwin Warfield .of Baltimore, and 
James Alfred Pierce of Kent County. 

Senator Gorman will not go to Chicago 
as a delegate, nor will he seek reélection as 
a member of the National committee. The 
State platform will contain as strong a 
gold standard plank as can be devised, and 
will indorse the Cleveland administration. 
The delegates will probably go to Chicago 
uninstructed. 


ADMINISTRATION MEN DEFEATED. 


Kansas Democratic Convention in the 
Hands of Silwerites.

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CHICAGO AIDS ST. LOUIS. 


MAYOR, POLICE DEPARTMENT, AND 
CITIZENS BUSY THEMSELVES. 


Call Issued to the Clergymen of the 
City Requesting Action on the Part 
of Their Congregations—Matter Is 
to Be Brought Up at Prayer Meet- 
ings Tonight—Collections of Money, 
Clothing, and Supplies of All De- 
scriptions Being Made. 

Mayor Swift is relaxing no effort In be- 
half of the St. Louis sufferers, and he has 
an able coadjutor in Chief of Police Bad- 
enoch. The Mayor yesterday decided to call 
on the churches for aid, and directed a let- 
ter to each of the Chicago pastors, asking 
aid and coéperation in collecting funds and 
Supplies, As the need is considered imme- 
diate the ministers are requested to bring 
the Mayor’s request before their congrega- 
tions at this evening’s prayer meetings. 

The contribution of $1,001.25 from the 
benefit at Hooley’s Theater is the largest 
contribution received thus far by the Mayor. 

Chief Badenoch is making up a consign- 
ment and supplies for sufferers of East.St. 
Louis. 

George F. Stone, Secretary of the Board 
of Trade committee to solicit funds, yester- 
day reported to the Mayor that $5,000 had 
been secured. 

Local Sympathy in Evidence. 

The Hamilton club is raising a fund for the 
cyclone sufferers of East St. Louis. Last 
Thursday, the day following the disaster, 
the club sent messages to both St. Louis and 
East St. Louis asking if assistance could ‘be 
rendered. No response was received to the 
message sent to the big city, but the Illinois 
town’s Citizens’ committee answered that 
any assistance would be gratefully received. 

At the meeting held last night the directors 
and officers of the Hamilton club decided 
to raise what money*they could among the 
members. Méssrs. Ridpath and Crozier were 
appointed to assist Treasurer ‘Ralph Met- 
calfe in interviewing all the members, and 
giving each an opportunity to contribute. 
Although but few were present at the meet- 
ing, owing to the short notice given, over 
$200 was subscribed by those who were there, 
and the officers probably will be able to send 
nearly $1,000 to East St. Louis by the end of 
this week. 

Supt. Ayres’ Report. 

P. W. Ayres, Superintendent of the Bureau 
of Charities, returned yesterday from a visit 
to St. Louis and East St. Louis, where he 
went to see what need there was for aid 
from Chicago, and reported to/|the Philan- 
thropic committee of the Civiq Fed®ration 
that about $10,000 was needed in the smaller 
city to relieve the temporary jneeds. The 
committee adopted the following resolu- 
tion: ‘ 

Resolved, That we, the Philanthropic commit- 
tee of the Civic Federation, recommend to the citi- 
zens of Chicago, in. acocrdance with the proclama- 
tion of Mayor Swift and the action of the Board of 
Trade, that gifts of money be placed in the hands 
of Elbridge G. Keith, President of the Metropol- 
itan National Bank, Chicago, the sums of money 
thus raised to be forwarded to the Relief commit- 
tee of East St. Louis, Paul W. Abt, Esq., Presi- 
dent ofthe First National Bank of East St. Louis, 
treasurer, 

Mr. Ayres said: ‘I think St. Louis will 
be able to take care of itself, but there isa 
lack of energy in proceeding with relief. 
measures, There is a Relief committee 
there, but it is not effectively organized yet, 
and only meets once daily. A good deal of 
money has been collected, however. In East 
St. Louis the relief work is thoroughly or- 
ganized. It is in the hands of a committee 
of business-men which meets twice a day 
and sometimes three times. The streets 
have been cleared and one line of street rail- 
road is in opération. Two hundred families 
have been living in box cars and the rail- 
road companies have served notice they must 
get out of them. The tents provided for 
these homeless people were put up on high 
ground above the levee, but the people want- 
ed to stay where they could watch the little 
furniture they had saved. Besides the cars 
were warmer. The tents have been moved 
down into the hollow now and the people can 
stay near their ruined homes.”’ 


WILL INCREASE ST. LOUIS’ TAXES, 


Assessors Will Levy on the City for 
Improvements. 

St. Loufs, Mo., June 2.—[Special.]—Ten 
District Assessors and fifteen clerks will 
make a house to house canvass in the terri- 
tory blasted by the tornado. The taxes for 
the fiscal year 1895-’96 will be increased for 
improvements. 

The question of rehabilitating the city 
lighting is still a vexing one to Supervisor 
O'Reilly. He is having great difficulty in 
securing men who know how to handle 


tangled wires. 

All indications go to show that William 
Hartigan, a wealthy iron miner of Birming- 
ham, Ala., is beneath the débris of some 
wrecked building. 

The underwriters who carried insurance 
on the vessels wrecked here during the storm 
met today, and one of them stated that the 
damage to shipping interests had been great- 
ly underestimated. He says the total loss 
will reach over half a million dollars.

supreme satisfaction. Afterward he received 
the commission for building the German 
Lutheran Church in Jerusalem, corrected 
the amended plarfs; and ordered the church 
finished within a year. : 

The -Emperor tonight invited the entire 
Berlin garrison to visit the Ausstellung, he 
paying for tickets and beer. 

Meanwhile the reassembled Reichstag is 
protesting against the imperial decree pro- 
longing the session until August, which 
makes the entire period eight months. The 
members receive no Salary, and are obliged 
to abandon their own business. Members 
of the opposition say they intend to intro- 
duce a salary bill, appealing for the Kaiser's 
support. William apparently favors the 
scheme. 

The Russian Chancellor contemplates ask- 
ing America for a reconstruction of the 
German-American extradition treaty. 

Prince Sizzo of Lieutenberg has been nom- 

- jnated to succeed the sovereign of Schwarz- 
burg, his childless uncle. There is a glamor 
of romance about the youthful Prince. 
Thirty years ago, when he was a baby, he- 
‘was stolen by Dr. Karl Weise, who be- 
lieved a big ransom would be paid for the 
return of the child. His plans miscarried, 
«however, for the infant was rescued and 
Weise was sentenced to banishment. 

A dispatch from Brussels says the financial 
condition of Prince Leopold is desperate, 
and that he is on the verge of bankruptcy. 
He has been unable to pay even the usual 
contribution toward the bond of the body- 
guards. 

Despite the ominous forebodings recently 

.expressed, the Berlin exposition has thus 
far been a succebs, having, notwithstanding 
the prevalence of villainous weather, taken 
in more than-600,000 piarks.

AFRAID OF CANADA’S KINE PLAGUE. 


English Parliament Refuses to Change 
the Animal Diseases Bill. 

London, June 2.—In discussing the diseases 
of animals bill in the House of Commons to- 
day Mr. J. M. White, Liberal member for 
Forfarshire, and a merchant of New York, 
moved an amendment leaving the exclusion 
of live cattle at the discretion of the Privy 
Council. | 

Mr. Walter Long, President of the Board of 
Agriculture, opposed the motion, asserting 
it only cOmplicated the working of the bill. 

Mr. White’s amendment was rejected bya 
vote of 202to90. ~ 

Mr. Sydney Buxton, Liberal, moved to ex- 
empt the colonies from the operation of the 

' bill where it was shown that they were free 
from cattle diseases. 

Mr. Long in reply said the government had 
no desire to injure Canadian trade and was 
acting with the strictest sense of duty. It 
Was sure the Canadian Goverment was do- 
ing its bestin thé matter. But the latter was 
in a difficult position owing to the long fron- 
tier, on one side of which pleuro-pneumonia 
‘Was admittedly found. Canada contended 
that pleuro-pneumonia was confined to the 
United States, while the latter complained 
that the disease existed only in Canada and 
not in the United States. 

Mr. Buxton’s amendment was rejected by 


a vote of 140 to 57. 
A motion to reject the chief clause of the 
diseases of animals bill was voted down by a 


vote of 170 nays to 74 yeas. : 
An amendment to fix the duration of the 
bill at three and one-half-years was opposed 
by Mr, Long and was rejected by a vote of 
160 nays to 74 yeas. 
The bill was then passed through the com- 
mittee stage without amendment.

Gen. Weyler and His Spanish Troops 
Have Thus Far Been Unable to 
Check the Revolution, and, with the 
Unhealthy Season Drawing Near, 
Theie Efforts Will Be Even Less 
Suecessfal—<‘Sun That Kills the 
Spaniard Is a Friend to Cuba.” 

New York, June 2.—In a letter dated May 
16 Gen. Maximo Gomez writes from Cuba 
to Sefior Estrada Palma, the Cuban dele- 
gate in this city, as follows: 

“There is no dobut that the revolution 
has successfully gone through {ts third 
period and is now powerful all over the 
island. The revolution thus enters now on 
its fourth period, in which the conflict will 
assume a severe character for Spain.

country. The torch was stopped as soon as 
the planters were diverted from grinding. 

Peasant proprietors were carefully respected 

and their crops were not destroyed by the 

hoofs of our horses. 

“But all this has changed as by magic 
since Spain appointed Weyler to be the 
peacemaker. Disregardful of the immense 
interests that he compromised it was he 
who again lighted the torch by his foolish 
pretension of grinding against’ the orders 
of the revolution, and for this reason new 
eanefields and even some factories were 
destroyed, as also were several towns and 
villages of which the Spanish soldiers had 
taken possession to depress and corrupt our

I am not influenced by passion or hatred. 
I am simply one of the few survivors of the 
famous ‘ Bell of Casos Redondo’ and am 
not the one to forget the bloody scenes of 
the ‘White Rag’ im which Weyler was the 
instrument of Valmareda.”’ 


NO WAY TO AN HONORABLE PEACE. 


Senor Sagasta Says the Cuban Situa- 
tion Is Not Understood. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Madrid, June 2.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New ‘YYork Journal.]—Commenting on 
articles in several papers on the desirability 
of early peace in Cuba, Sefior Sagasta, the 

Liberal leader, says: 

“We cannot judge of the situation prop- 
erly, since Gen. Polavieja, who knows Cuba 
so well, declares 100,000 more men are neces- 
sary, while Gen. Pando, just returned from 
the island, says there are only 16,000 rebels 
in the fleld. Assuredly I desire, not only as 
the leader of the party, but as a Spaniard, 
a speedy termination of the war, but can- 
not find where such is to be found in an hon- 
orable way. 

‘‘ Regarding the policy of the Cabinet to- 
ward the United States it is important that 
Spain takes care to have reason and justice 
on her side and then to maintain her right 
with great energy without the suspicion of 
weakness. It is also nécessary for Spain to 
set and prove well the rights we are to main- 
tain. _The support, at least moral, from 
other powers, is also important. I under- 
stand the government is working in this 
direction. The return of Gen. Weyler would 
be a great embarrassment, since if the 
policy of conciliation of Gen. Campos failed 
and the present commander-in-chief is not 
allowed to carry out his policy of severity, 
his successor would not know what policy 


to adopt. 

“TIT have a great mind to make an attack 
on the government in the Cortes, but am 
afraid of being accused of a want’‘of pa- 
triotism in so doing. The government is so 
weak it needs all its strength to attend to 
the grave problem in Cuba.”’

SHARP FIGHTING IN THE PROVINCES. 


Number of Engagements in Which 
Several Troopers Are Killed. 

Havana, June 2.—The Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the regiment of Pey met the vanguard of 
the insurgents in Mogote. Upon pursuing 
them he met a band of 600 under Pepa, 
Roque, Sanguily, and others. This insur- 
gent force resisted the Spanish attack for 
a long time, until the cavalry finally charged, 
when the insurgents retreated, leaving five 
killed and carrying away many wounded. 
The troops had one killed and three wounded. 

A Spanish force met the bands of Bien- 
venito and Sanchez on the heights of Lom 
Juan in Matanzas. The insurgents were dis- 
lodged from their positions, leaving eight 
killed. A reconnoitering force at Rio Haake. 
in Havana Province, encountered the band 
of Delgado, wifich they'dislodged. The in- 
surgents left four killed and five wounded. 
The troops had two killed and four wounded. 

The insurgents have partially destroyed 
with dynamite the bridge at Duran, near 
Guineas, in Havana Province. They also 
tore up the rails and destroyed them. 

MR. GONZALES GOT HIS TOBACCO. 
He Has Cuban Trophies for His Friends 
in Chicago. 

Tampa, Fla., June 2.—[Special.J—Nicolas 
Gonzales of the firm of Gonzales, Mora & 
Co., returned from Cuba on Sunday night 
on his way to Chicago. Mr. Gonzales se- 
cured a lot of tobacco in the Province of 
Pinar del Rio and started across the country 


with it to Havana. His wagon train was 


loaded with 1,000 bales of the leaf, and was 
accompanied by a small body of Spanish 
guerrillas. 

When near the Town of Consolacion des 
Sur, about five leagues from the City of Pinar 
del Rio, the caravan was attacked by a 
body of insurgent troops, and a desperate 
fight followed. When he saw the insurgents 
coming Mr. Gonzales gave instructions to 
use the tobacco for breastworks. The bales 
were put In place just as the insurgents 
swept uwpon the party, but owing to the ef- 
fectiveness of the breastworks they were 
repulsed. 

Three hundred bales of the tobacco were 
riddied with bullets and rendered unfit for 
use. Mr. Gonzales selected one of the per- 
forated bales, and will present a leaf of this 
tobacco to each of his friends as a souvenir 
of his thrilling experience. 

During the engagement Mr. Gonzales dis- 
played much bravery, and the guerrilla chief 
presented him with one of the new Mauser 
rifles, just adopted by the Spanish army. 
This token and the badly riddled bale of 
tobacco Mr. Gonzales will take with him 
to Chicago this week,

‘MAY CHANGE TEXT BOOKS. 


SCHOOL MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE I8 
CONSIDERING RECOMMENDATIONS. 


-List of Works Which Superintendents 


Think Should Be Replaced—Some 
Contrariety of Opinion Crops Out— 
Final Action Is Deferred—Changes 
in Classification of Various Schools 
Accompanied in Certain Instances 
with Better Pay for Principals. 


The Superintendents of Public Schools yes- 
terday made their regular annual report on 
the text-book list to the School Manage- 
ment committee and made the following rec- 
ommendations: 

1, That the use of Parker's arithmetical 
charts be discontinued. 

2. That in place of the two books now used 
(Oral Arithmetic, Book I., and Model Ele- 
mentary Arithmetic) the Oral and Written 
Arithmetic by Grades, Book I., be adopted 
for use in the last half of the second grade 
and in the third and fourth grades. 

3. That Johnson's Universal Encyclopedia 
be adopted instead of the International, and 
that it be furnished to new schools; that the 
Standard Dictionary be added to the list of 
reference books for grammar and high 
schools; and that Lalor’s Cyclopedia of Po- 
litical Science be added to the List of refer- 
ence books for high schools. 

4. That Rand, McNally & Co.’s Primary 
Geography and Werner’s Elementary Geog- 
raphy be added to the present, list of supple- 
mentary geographical reading for the fourth 
grade, and that not less than two different 
sets of the three primary geographies, in- 
cluding Frye’s, be given to each school. 

5. That Rand, McNally & Co.’s Grammar 
School Geography be adopted for use in the 
fifth and sixth grades in place of Harper's 
Grammar School Geography. 

The only members of the committée pres- 
ent were Messrs. Halle, Errant, Keane, and 
Rosenthal, and Mrs. Sherman. There were 
present also for purposes of counsel Messrs. 
Cameron, Kirk, Blount, and Pettibone, and 
Mrs. Frake. Chairman Brenan was ill and 
in his absence Mr. Halle presided. 

Mr. Rosenthal had a number of objections 
to the report. It wa&s not signed, and he 
said he had reason to believe it was not a 
unanimous recommendation. 

The report was deferred to a special meet- 
ing to be held next Tuesday evening. 

The Superintendents reported to the com- 
mittee recommendations concerning the an- 
nual adjustment of salaries. The report 
grouped a few schools as follows: 

1, That the O’Toole School, now in the 
third group of primary schools, be trans- 
ferred to the second. 

2. That the Drummond School be placed in 
the first group of primary schools, and that 
the principal be paid the salary of $1,700. 

3. That the Farragut School be placed in 
the fourth group of grammar schools and the 
principal paid the salary of $1,700. 

4. That the Avondale School be placed in 
the fifth group of grammar schools. 

5. That the Gallistel, Greeley, McPherson, 
Taylor, and W. C. Goudy Schools be placed 
in the fifth group of grammar schools. 

6. That the Adams, Bismarck, and Van 
Viissingen Schools be placed in the fourth 
group of grammar schools. 

This report was laid over to the next 
meeting, 


AGREE TO CUT SCHOOL SALARIES. 
Finance Committee and Chairmen 
Confer Upon Appropriations. 

The Finance committee and the Chairmen 
of the other committees of the Board of Ed- 
ucation held a conference last night to con- 
sider the apportionment of funds agreed 
upon several days ago by the Finance com- 
mittee alone. Chairman Mallette of the 
l‘inance committee presided. 

The apportionments as published in Tue 
TRIBUNE last weeks were ordered reported 
to the board at its meeting tonight. Under 
the head of buildings and grounds for 1897 
the only changes were the reduction of per- 
manent improvements from $60,000 to $5v,- 
000 and the increase of heating and ventilat- 
ing apparatus from $50,000 to $60,000. Under 
the head of janitors and supplies there were 
no changes either in 1896 or 1897. 

Under the head of school management the 
apportionment for salafies of Superintend- 
ents and teachers was reduced from $3,350,- 
v000, as formerly given, to $2,710,000, subject 
to increase by the school fund. Evening 
schools were increased from $75,000 to $&85,- 
000; deaf mute schools were increased from 
$9,000 to $11,000, and manual training in 
grammar schools was reduced from $75,000 
to $35,000. Under the head of school man- 
agement in 1897 $60,000 was taken out of 
salaries of Superintendents and teachers 
and devoted to the Normal School. ’ 

Under the head of special committees in 
1807 music was raised from $12,500 to $15,000 
and drawing from $13,500 to $16,500,

Silver the Favorite, but Glass and 
Jewels Correct—Chests That Con- 
tain a Complete Table Equipment.

The bridal gift that takes rank above all 
other gifts, the one certain to be selected 
by the family of the bride in ail.such cases 
as allow of'lavish expenditure, is- either a 
chest of table silver or a service. There are 
recent instances on record where the cost of 
the latter ran upward of $3,000 and that of 
the former to $2,000 or thereabout, but luck- 
ily the average cost is far less, and all sorts 
of tempting designs are displayed in smaller 
sets. 

The unwritten law that wedding gifts shall 
help to equip the new home lies at the foun- 
dation of all selections. Silver, in that it is 
nearly imperishable, is given the first choice, 
but ‘cut glass, fine china, even furniture. are 
considered in good taste. Jewels, fans, and 
the like are also favorites, but household 
silver may safely be said to make the best 
and ‘most appropriate gift. 

The chests mentioned above are gorgeous. 
The box itself is of wood, oak, or mahogany, 
silver trimmed and lined either with satin 
or chamois skin. The contents include, be- 
sides all forks and spoons of ordinary serv- 
ice, everything in the way of special servers 
known to table needs. Asa matter of course, 
however, gifts of such elaboration are few 
in number. The great majority consist of 
either ice cream or berry sets, single servers 
or spoons designed for bouillon, coffee, and 
the like. Only one law can be said to exist— 
the bridal gift should be handsomely incased. 
The setting is supposed to enhance the value 
to a considerable extent. 

June being the time of weddings there are 
some delightful novelties shown with special 
reference to.the fact. A paté set, which con- 
sists of a dozen cups and appropriate forks, 
bears the mark $105, but some lovely berry 
forks showing the Strawberry in design can 
be had for $25. Perhaps the greatest favor- 
ite, however, is thé generous cake basket 
that is a revival of past days. For many 
years those delightful, capacious receptacles 
have been a memory only. Now they bear 
the magic stamp of fashion, and each pros- 
pective bride is eager to possess a counter- 
part of grandma’s basket if she be not so 
fortunate as to inherit the original. Solid 
and severe styles are equally popular with 
the open-work silver, but each and all have 
handles; the delicate link trays that have 
been popular aré cast aside or-are used for 


| the service of fruit and flowers. 


Flower holders that are tall and shaped 
like a huge tumbler make another variety. 
They are fitted with a glass cup, either white 
or colored, which is seen through the open- 
ings of the silver vase. Small ones cost $22, 
but one can pay almost any price he may 
choose, for they vary both in size and in 
style of workmanship, the characteristic 
shape being the same in all. 

Sugar crushers and sugar bowls, which 
are also of openwoftk silver, glass lined, are 
in reality revivals like the baskets. Cut 
sugar ready for use is a modern convenience, 
and seems to require only the tongs, but ultra 
fastidious folk have gone back to the days 
of the loaf and prefer to crush it in readiness 
for each cup.

WOMEN TO FIGHT WHISKY 


LADY HENRY SOMERSET OUTLINES 
BRITISH TEMPERANCE CRUSADE. 


In Her Annual Address at the Meeting 
of the English Women’s Associa- 
tion She Tells of What Must Be 
Done to Work Reform in the Liquor 
Habit—Partial Results Better than 
None—Addresses Are Made by Pres- 
ident Weston and Frances Willard. 


London, June 2.—At today’s session of the 
annual council of the British Woman’s Tem- 
perance Association Lady Henry Somerset 
delivered the annual address. Among other 
things she said: = 2 

“ The platform we have laid down is surely 
broad enough for any and all. It seeksonly 
to harmonize the home relations and the 
world environments of men and women. It 
clearly demonstrates that dominance of the 
mother-heart mated to the masterful brain, 
by which the Cornelias of Christianity and 
the Jeanne d’Arcs of the twentieth century 
shall ‘hold their own’ in equal step with 
sons and brothers; less they will not accept, 
more they wili not desire. 

“The first question asked will naturally 
be: ‘What good is it expected to accom- 
plish?’ First, it will give that added sense of 
power that comes of numbers. This is in 
itself well-nigh decisive. The party of re- 
form lacks only numbers, otherwise it had 
been in power today, and some of us think 
eArmenia’s misery and London’s sin would 
not be what they are if the ethics of the gov- 
ernment and County Council were on a dif- 
ferent footing. If the awakened women of 
the world can be massed, drilled, and disci- 
plined along lines of opinion and action con- 
cerning which they can agree, the sleeping 
women will awake with less delay and will 
find better helpers and guides when lifted 
from their lethargy. 

International Movement Desired. 

‘**A Woman’s International W. C. T. U. 
such as we are trying to develop will in ten 
years have acquired by its helpful work a 
position that will make it the strongest or- 
ganized force in the world against war. 

** The British Medical Association, most of

We hold as 
strongly as ever to the belief that the grace 
of God in the heart is the most searching and 
radical of all remedies, and that while striv- 
ing to isolate the dipsomaniac from tempta- 
tion until his physical nature is rehabilitated 
we must use every endeavor to bring his in- 
most spirit into closer contact with the living 
Spirit and to awaken that divine impulse 
which rises Godward in the human heart. 

“It has been said that temperance re- 
formers can have nothing to do with licens- 
ing laws; but while that in the abstract may 
be true, it seems to me we may as well say 
that Christians who are commanded ‘to be 
perfect’ must have nothing to do with the 
framing of penal laws, because sin is not to 
be consdered a factor in human life. The 
public house as such most exist for a while. 
Let us at any rate do all we can to draw the 
poisoned fangs wherever it is practicable in 
order to pave the way for that time when the 
people in general will see, as, alas, they have 
not ‘yet learned to do, that alcohol is a de- 
structive and not a constructive agent in our 
social life. 


Sunday Closing in View. 

** There seems to be a likelihood of our ob- 
taining one practical piece of legislation in 
the immediate future, and that is Sunday 
closing.

APRAID SHE WOULD BE BURIED ALIVE. 


Della Samuelson, Whose Funeral Was 
Held Yesterday, Wished Pins Stack 
Into Her Body After Death. 


Della Samuelson, who died on Sunday and 
whose funeral was held yesterday, was 
haunted by the fear of being buried alive. 
Her home was at No. 1235 Newport avenue, 
where she lived with*her widowed mother. 

Five months ago the girl, who was 18 years 
of age, was taken with consumption. She 
requested that in case of her death she want- 
ed to be placed in a vault, and asked to have 
her friends visit her every day and stick pins 
into her body. 

During the last month the sick girl realized 
she was near death.

Every morning I want you and grandma to 
come and stick pins in me. Be sure that I 
am dead. Watch me carefully. If I show 
any signs of life call the doctor and have me 
revived. Promise me this and I will die 
happy.” 

The mother promised. The interment was 
in St. Boniface Cemetery.

EDISON’S NEW LIGHT. 

Mr. Thomas A. Edison has at last given 
the public the details of his new light, which 
he is confident will supersede the ordinary 
incandescent light, and which, it goes with- 
out saying, is not calculated to arouse feel- 
ings of hilarity in the breasts of the gas 
trusts. He announces that he has solved the 
scientific part of the problem, and all that 
now remains is purely mechanical. This, 
it may readily be believed, he will speedily 
accomplish, 

The new lamp resembles the incandescent 
one in common use with the exception that 
it does not require a perfect vacuum and 
that the interior surface of the glass globe 
is coated with crystals of tungstate fused 
into it. As to the manner in which the light 
is produced Edison says: 

Two wires enter the globe at one end, but do 
not meet. By means of an induction current 
generated in a Faradic battery the molecules of 
the wires are thrown into motion, and the impulse 
thus given travels along the wires until it reaches 
the ends inserted into the globe. This molecule 
impulse is communicated to the molecules of air 
within the globe. These air molecules are driven 
with almost inconceivable rapidity against the 
crystals of tungstate, welded into the inner wall 
of the glass. The impact causes the crystals to 
glow. The glow caused by a single blow of these 
air molecules is, of course, but slight, but multi- 
plied thousands of times, and the blows repeated 
continuously at an enormously repid rate they 
produce the new white light, 

The new light has great advantages over 
the incandescent. A two-candle tungstate 
lamp will light a room as well as a sixteen- 
candle incandescent. He says it is a pure 
white light, the whitest light known. The 
tungstate crystals make the whole globe like 
ground glass, It fairly glows. Its illum- 
inating power is not alone remarkable. It 
is a soft, pleasing light to the eye, notwith- 
standing its intensity, The most astonish- 
ing feature of the new discovery, however, 
is that while the incandescent light trans- 
forms 95 per cent of the electrical force into 
heat, thus leaving but 5 per cent to be turned 
into light, the tungstate lamp produtes abso- 
lutely no heat at all that he can detect with 
the most delicate instruments. He says: 
* Not satisfied with this test, and concluding 
my instruments were at fault, I used other 
instruments, but with the same results. 
This test was repeated time and again, until 
I am compelled to believe that nearly the 
whole force used in the new lamp is em- 
ployed in producing the light. I do not at- 
tempt to explain it; I only accept it.as fact.” 

It is well known that Mr. Edisou has been 
studying a similar problem in the matter of 
coal—namely: The preservation of waste 
energy. He has discovered its solution in 
the case of electrical illumination, and this 
solution is the most important of all his 
achievements in this direction, since by 
avoiding the sacrifice of force, or the loss 
of electrical energy, which is turned into 
heat, he can make the lanips very cheap, and 
thus bring them into gen¢ral use. While the 
lamp will last as long as the globe and there 
are no expensive films to consider, it pro- 
duces a better light. It is not likely that 
Mr. Edison would have made such a confi- 
dent and detailed public statement were he 
not satisfied that he had produced a cheaper 
and in every way better light than the in- 
candescent, and that it will speedily} come 
into commercial use. Meanwhile, what has 
become of the Tesla light, which it was 
stated is produced without wires atall? The 
public will eagerly wait now to hear from 
the other wizard. 


J. STERLING REDIVIVUS. 

Secretary Morton has returned from Cal- 
ifornia and has hastened to allay the grow- 
ing anxiety caused by his conspicuous and 
protracted silence. I‘or many dars the net- 
work of wires that spreads over the country 
has been full of words, but none bore the 
familiar impress of the J, Sterling mark. 
The cheerful persiflage with which he was 
wont to lighten the dull routine of the Agri- 
cultural Department, the rare disquisitions 
on seeds, the subtle humor that was injected 
into his official correspondence have yielded 
to a hopeless gloom in the absence of the in- 
spiring genius. 

The successive public sensations of sur- 
prise, regret, impatience, and alarm must be 
followed now by a sympathetic appreciation 
of a hard task mastered, for the Hon. Sec- 
retary has beon doing nothing less remark- 
able than discovering that Collis P. Hunt- 
ington “ is one of the greatest benefactors of 
his fellow-man that we have ever seen in 
this country.” Mr. Morton does not 
indicate who the fellow-man is. Pos- 
sibly a mere inadvertence. Mr. Morton is 
a fellow-man, but surely it is not Mr. Mor- 
ton, for there does not appear to be anything 
in the gift of the Agricultural Department 
that would be worthy the benefactions of 
such a man as Huntington. But there is 
enough glory in the discovery itself without 
holding Mr.: Morton down. to detpils, and 
there is ample justification, moreover, for all 
the preliminary silence, and more, too, that 
Mr. Morton has vouchsafed. The feelings 
of a stranger within the limits of California, 
face to. face for the first time,with so im- 
portant a revelation to his fellow-country- 
men, must have been intense and awesome.

FREE COINAGE AND TERRIBLE CON; 
TRACTION. 

If a President and a Congress pledged to 
enact a free coinage law. were to be elected 
in November next there would be no gold in 
the Treasury and none. in circulation before 
the month was at an end. The 600 millions 
of gold now in the country would disappear 
from circulation—would be practically “ de- 
monetized” by the coming cheap silver 
dollar. 

Before November, 1896, had closed the 
purchasing power of the rest of the currency 
in the United States would have shrunk one- 
half. The 426 millions of silver dollars 
which have beén coined and which circulate 
chiefly in the form of silver certificates 
would be worth only half their face. So with 
the 221 millions of national bank notes, 
which would be redeemed only in 50-cent 
silver dollars. So with the 136. millions of 
“Sherman” Treasury notes. The money 
value of the 70 millions of subsidiary small 
change silver in circulation would be cut in 
two in the middle. The 346 millions of 
greenback-legal tenders, no longer redeem- 
able in gold dollars, would shrink one-half in 
their purchasing power, or ability to trans- 
act business in buying and selling property 
and labor. } 

In Jess than thirty days 600 millions of 
gold would disappear from the country and 
the 1,200 millions of silver and paper money 
would shrivel up to 600 millions of gold 
value. Thusthere would be a currency con- 
traction of 70 per cent, coupled with an al- 
most incalculable destruction of values, The 
deposits in the savings banks of the wage 
classes are 1,800 millions. In _ national 
banks there are 1,700 millions of deposits. In 
State and private banks and loan and trust 
companies there are 1,300 millions of depos- 
its; and in building and loan associations 450 
millions. The total of these deposits 
amounts to 4,000 millions of dollars. They 
would be cut down to 2,000 millions in value, 
They are osvned by millions of people, and 
half of all these deposits belong to the work- 
ing, toiling classes. 

This tremendous contraction in the value 
of the currency and deposits of the nation 
has not been discussed by the free silver, 
cheap money silverite papers, who are afraid 
to talk about it. They dodge it and ignore 
it. They’ cannot explain it away. They 
blow and gas about everything else, 

Secretary Carlisle had much to say on the 
subject in his Chicago speech; but neither 
Altgeld nor any free silver advocate, orator, 
or newspaper has met this one fatal objec- 
tion to their crazy scheme to change the 
money standard of the nation from 100-cent 
dollars to 50-cent dollars by an act of Con- 
gress. 

They all say that the country is suffering 
because it has not money enough now, They 
all admit that frée coinage cannot help but 
drive out the gold. Then they go on to 
claim that silver enough will flow in to take 
its place. They say there will be billions of 
silver in circulation in the “ course of time.” 

But they have nothing to say az to what 

will be taking place during the contraction 
period, when the currency will amount to 
600 millions in gold value and purchasing 
power, instead of 1,200 millions. If Con- 
gress should proceed to issue a billion of 
greenbaeks to be redeemed some time in 
silver when the government would heve it 
to spare, then they would decline to a value 
of 25 cents on the dollar, and the silver 
would disappear from circulation and be- 
come a commodity of export to pay for our 
national imports. And Congress would 
quickly be called on to issue a few more 
billions of irredeemable greenbacks, which 
would daily decline in purchasing power. 
And all this is the certain outcome of the 
crazy scheme of abolishing the good money 
gold standard and substituting the bad 
money silver standard. 


SENATOR CULLOM ON SILVER. 

Senator Cullom made an excellent speech 
in the Senate on Monday on the repudiation 
Butler bond bill, which is a measure to 
thrust the single silver standard on the 
country by making it impossible for the 
President to sell bonds to get the gold with 
which to replenish the Treasury reserve 
and redeem the greenbacks on demand. 

The Senator said he deplored as much as 
any one could the piling up of bonded debt 
in times of peace, but he could not cast his 
vote for a bill which, under present condi- 
tions, meant repudiation. Said he on this 
point: 

It would be the undoing of all that has been ac- 
complished and built up since the passage of the 
resumption act in 1875. It would mean the repu- 
diation of our obligations. Its tendency would be 
to place this country at once upon a silver basis, 
whatever that may mean. It would seriously 
endanger every business concern in the country 
which has weathered thus far the terrible financial! 
storm which has prevailed during the last three 
years. It would throw out of employment hun- 
dreds of thousands of laboring men and women 
who had begun to hope that the dawn of brighter 
days was at hand. It is wholly wanting in com- 
mon honesty, and would forever be a blot upon the 
page of American history. 


When the Nation was much poorer than 
it is, and when it owed vastly more than it 
does now of public debt, the honest part of 
the people set their faces against repudia- 
tion and demanded that the financial honor 


of the country be upheld, and they voted 


down the repudiating rascals. Senator Cul- 
lom believes the majority of the people are 


of the same opinion still, and he will not - 


vote to take from the President the power 
to borrow money to sustain the credit of the 
United States. The passage of ‘the Butler 
bill would be “a crime against the honor, 
prosperity, and security of the Nation,” he 
declared. . 

The object of the Butler bill is to puta 
stop to gold redemption of the greenbacks, 
to bring the country to the single silver 
standard, and thus pave the way for the 
free coinage at 16 to 1 of that cheap and de- 
clining metal. But that free coinage, as 
Senator Cullom explained, would not raise 
the price of silver, for— 

It is apparent its value has become and must 
continue subject to the inflexible laws of trade like 
any other commodity. I* must decline in market 
value under such supply. Its quotations must 
fluctuate with the fluctuations of supply and de- 
mand like coal, like iron, and other products. 
Upon no consistent basis can any fixed ratio be 
established by the United States alone between 
silver and gold under such circumstances, 


The Senator pointed out how silver had 
kept on depreciating, notwithstanding the 
heavy purchases under the law of 1878, and 


‘the heavier ones under that of 1890, and 


made it clear that the cause of the trouble 
was the excessive production of silver. It 


for the world to deal with, and not one 
country, which cannot unaided deal with 
the world’s supply of silver. The total 
product last year was 215 millions of dol- 
lars. Only an international agreement 
could deal with a metal the stock of which 
was increasing so rapidly. | 

The Senator’s speech was about the best 
that has been delivered in the Senate this 
session. He went into his subject exhaus- 
tively, and piled up an array of facts which 
the free silverites cannot deny and which 
they dare not attempt to explain away. 


A DEMOCRATIC BOLT UNLIKELY. 

Mr; Harrity, the Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National committee, professes that 
he does not believe there will be a bolt on 
the part of the sound money delegates of 
the Democratic convention, no matter what 
the free silverites may do at Chicago. He 
says: 

It is a Democratic axiom that a majority shall 
rule. If free silver at, 16 to 1 is adopted the sound 
money men will accept the result as gracefully 
as possible. They will not be likely to organize 
a bolt. They will go back to their homes to look 
after their business affairs, and when election day 
rolls around they will either stay away from the 
polls or vote the Republican ticket. 

Senator Brice (Dem., of Ohio) is of the 
sameopinion. He expresses himself thusly: 

I do not see any reason why we should bolt. We 
can go home and attend to our private affairs, 
some of us voting the silver ticket, some staying 
away from the polls, and others voting for Mc- 
Kinley. The Republicans will carry the country. 
They will carry it by a tremendous majority, and 
that is the quickest way to get rid of this silver 
craze. It will be a good thing for the United States 
that we have the issue squarely raised, for if the 
silver Tellows did not get a chance to test the sen- 
timent of the country with a 16 to 1 platform this 
year they would want it next time. 

Possibly these two men are correct and 
there will be no bolt of delegates and nom- 
ination of a second ticket. Certainly the 
politicians will be opposed to bolting and 
running a second ticket, for they have a 
higher regard for. party unity than they 
have for anything else. They would rather 
submit to something which they know to be 
wrong than see a split in the party and two 
tickets run. 

If there is no bolt the task of the Repub- 
licans this fall will be a much easier one. 
They will be aided by the votes of sound 
money Democrats in important States like 
New York, New Jersey, Maryland, Ohio, 
Indiara, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Delaware, Kentucky, and Missouri. They 
will carry all those States for the sounil 
money ticket and defeat the bad money 
faction of their party. 

In a few of those States, especially the 
more western ones, there are some free sil- 
ver Republicans, who may bolt the ticket, 
but they will be far more than offset by the 
Democrats of other States who will vote 
for the good money Republican candidate. 
As for the silver-mining States, with their 
small Electoral vote, it makes but little 
difference if all the Republicans bolt and 
join the rotten money Pops, as most of 
them did four years ago. 

The fact should always be kept in mind 
that the sixteen States east of the Missouri 
and north of the Ohio and the Potomac, in 
not one of which can a 16 to 1 free silver 
ticket be elected, cast 238 Electoral votes 
out of 447, and that number elects the 
President and Vice-President. Half a 
dozen other States are certain to vote for 
McKinley. 


THE DAY FOR COWARDLY COMPROMISES 
Is OVER. 

The Republican free silverites of the 
Rocky Mountain States, knowing that they 
will be ina hopeless minority ontheir 16 to 1 
bad money demand in the St. Louis conven- 
tion, are hoping and praying they may be 
able to secure a wabbling, straddling money 
plank, which will elect the Democratic free 
silver ticket. The good money Democrat 
politicians, seeing that they will not be able 
to control the Chicago convention in behalf 
of good money, are anxious that the money 
plank it adopts shall be a “ straddle” in- 
stead of ah outspoken demand for free 
coinage. They are beginning to talk of a 
compromise with the bad money fellows. 

Chairman Harrity of Pennsylvania says: 

While it is true there can be no such thing. 
strictly speaking, as a compromise on the money 
issue, it is mot Impossible to frame a declaration 
which will be acceptable, if it is not entirely 
satisfactory, to the great majority of the delegates. 
The Chicago financial plank may have a conserva- 
tive bimetallic tendency without declaring for 
free silver at 16 to 1. The history of the Demo- 
cratic party is a history of compromises. 

A pusillanimous program of this kind 
may succeed among professional politicians 
in a convention, but not out of it. The de- 
fect of compromises, where questions of 
principle are involved, is that they do not 
work. The history of the slavery question 
shows that Congresses made compromises 
and the people tore them up and trod on the 
pieces, DParty leaders tried to compromise 
or ignore the slavery question and they went 
to smash. 

There cannot be a compromise between 
honesty and dishonesty. Hence there can 
be none on the money question which will 
satisfy the people. Any compromise will 
be repudiated, whether made at St. Louis or 
at Chicago. The voters have had enough 
straddling platforms and they want out- 
spoken ones. They would rather see a 
blunt declaration in favor of free coinage 
than one of those compromise planks, like 
that adopted at Minneapolis, which leaveg 
the real intentions of its framers in the 
dark. Such planks are made for the pur- 
pose of cheating’ some one. 

It is best that there should be a fair and 
square fight now between honest and dis- 
honest money men, so the question at issue 
may be settled finally. It is best that the 
platforms and the status of the candidates 
should be so unmistakable that the people 
will know exactly what will be done by 
the party they put into power. 


NO CAUSE FOR ANY MEDIATOR. 

A hint comes from Madrid that Russia 
and France are preparing to bring pressure 
to bear on the United States to induce it to 
permit the Czar “to act as mediator be- 
tween the United States and Spain regard- 
ing Cuba.” It is said the Spanish Govern- 
ment is allowing the press to encourage the 
people to believe that Spain has the moral 
support of Europe and will soon be given the 
material support of the more formidable pow- 
ers. The Madrid press may be taking that 
ground, but it is undoubtedly intended to 
close the eyes of the Spanish people to the 
really hope condition of the Spanish 
cause in Cuba. It will require some such 
belief in a future material support from 
France or Russia to keep the enthusiasm 
of the people up to a point where more large 
Jjoans and heavy military drafts may be 
made with safety to the government. 

The possible intervention by the Czar is 
included in the plan to deceive, as it could 
have no foundation on fact. There is noth- 
ing for the Czar or any one else to mediate 
between this country and Spain. The United 
States has preserved a strict neutrality in 
the affairs of Cuba and has no quarrel on its 
hands, The Spanish people may be delud- 
ed into thinking they are on the brink of a 

country, but they can thank 
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has nothing to gain by thrusting his inter- 
vention on us. The friendship and respect 
of the United States are of more importance 
to him than anything Spain could do for 
him. It has never been his custom to jeop- 
ardize obvious interests from any mistaken 
motives of philanthropy, and that is whatit 
would amount to in this supposititious case. 
The fact is, Spain is exerting every energy 
to prevent a recognition of the insurgents 
by President Cleveland. It is the darkest 
blot on the administration that it has yield- 
ed so long to Spanish importunities. A Pres- 
ident never had a line of duty more plainly 
defined for him by the people he represents 
than has Cleveland in the Cuban revolution. 
Perhaps everybody would not express it so 
strongly as Senator Morgan when he said: 
“I cannot conceive of any man, truly Amer- 
ican, who is willing to see a human being, 
one of his own household, kicked to death by 
a brutal assailiant. And that is what Pres- 
ident. Cleveland is doing in the case of 
Cuba.” Yet that is close to an accurate 
statement of the case. 


RELIEF FOR THE TORNADO SUFFERERS. 

Notwithstanding the insistence with 
which-the Mayor of St. Louis denies that 
any assistance is needed for the sufferers 
by the recent tornado in that city, both 
branches of the Municipal Assembly have 
passed resolutions asking the country for 
aid. They say in one of them: * We hereby 
appeal to the generosity of the public of this 
country for all the aid that can be sent to 
us in the hour of our distress.” At the 
same meeting a resolution was passed 
thanking Chicago for her generous offer of 
aid. 

As the Mayor of Chicago has received no 
reply from the Mayor of St. Louis in regard 
to his tender of help, the former has issued 
his proclamation calling upon the people to 
contribute articles of food and clothing or 
money for the relief of the sufferers in Kast 
St. Louis, whose wants have already been 
made known by the authorities of the little 
city on this side of the big bridge. It is to 


generous one. The majority of the popula- 
tion of East St. Louis is composed of work- 
ingmen, who have literally lost all they 
possessed. Five or six thousand of them 
are homeless and temporarily at least out of 
employment. There should be. no hesita- 
tion in supplying their wants. 

Since Mayor Swift’s proclamation was 
issued, however, the Common Council of 
St. Louis has made its appeal to the country 
for help, and has made it in such an ear- 
nest manner that it should engage atten- 
tion and meet with a prompt reply. The 
personal course of the Mayor of that city 
and the mere fact that he has made noreply 
to Mayor Swift should not prevent the 
generous-hearted people of Chicago from 
helping St. Louis as she helped us in our 
trouble. While Chicago’s first obligations 
are to help East St. Louis the larger city 
should also come in for a share of the relief. 


VAST OUTPUT OF CHEAP SILVER. 

The last report of the Director of the 
Mint contains a table giving the silver 
coinage of the mints of the world for the 
years 1873-1894, inclusive. The total num- 
ber of ounces was 2,132 millions. The coin- 
age value was 2,756 millions. ‘This vast 
sum of silver bullion was coined during the 
twenty-two years subsequent to the “ crime 
of '73."" Never was there as much coined 
during any preceding twenty-two-year 
period; and yet, in spite ‘of this enormous 
consumption for monetary purposes, the 
commercial value of silver kept on falling 
during the whole period. That is not so 
surprising in the light of the figures show- 
ing the enormously increased production of 
silver. The total output of the world for the 
twenty-two years was.2,130 millions of 
ounces, For the last seven years the pro- 
duction was. 979 million ounces, as against 
1,151 million in the fifteen preceding years. 
The number of ounces coined during 18S88- 
1894 was 747 millions. That was heavy, 
but the price of silver was not enhanced. 
The experiment of adding to the value of 
silver by coining it has been tried on a 
grand scale and has failed utterly. An 
ounce of silver weighs 480 grains, while a 
silver dollar contains but 871% grains of 
pure silver. An ounce therefore equals 
about 130 cents. During the three years 
the Sherman act, purchasing 4,500,000 
ounces of silver per month, was in force 
$5,850,000 of silver certificates were issued 
monthly. At the end of the three years this 
bad money caused a panic which broke over 
500 banks in a fortnight. 


THE commendable enterprise of Julian 
Ralph in sending an English reporter from 
London “ to get a good story ”’ of the visit 
of the Prince of Wales to the home of Mr. 
Astor produced some- astonishing results. 
The reporter didn’t find out much about the 
royal visit,. but the manner in which he 
failed in his mission makes by far a more 
entertaining narrative. The London jour- 
nalist.returned two days after scheduled 
time with an elaborate essay in which the 
“nub of the news ’”’ was only hinted at, but 
the flora and fauna of the neighborhood 
apparently were described with elaborate 
detail. With typical British density he had 
missed all the facts of importance, but had 
amassed a wealth of words on extraneous 
matters that were patterned after a parlia- 
mentary report. Two facts, however, were 
not missed, and for them the Anglomaniacs 
surely will be grateful and should overlook 
other shortcomings. ‘* The Prince looked fat 
and well.” That's one fact, and what could 
be more reassuring. The other is that “‘ the 
Prince made quite a commonplace appear- 
ance as compared with two of Mr. Astor's 
servants’’ whom the reporter saw “ sifting 
copious quantities of white powder on each 
other’s heads.”’ It is a shock to read that 
the Prince looked commonplace, but since it 
was in comparison with the servants of Mr. 
. Astor, that famous Jeffersonian Democrat, 
there are compensations in the thought. 
Great are Mr. Astor and Mr. Astor’s serv- 
ants and his 'Ighness.

How Much Money at Various Times? 
Abilene, Kas., June 2.—{Editor of The 


Tribune.)}—Will you kindly state the volume 


of all kinds of money in this country in 1860, 


1566, 1873, 1878, and now? If you can give’ 


the amounts in gold, silver, and paper, 


please do so. 

The free silver fellows out this way will 
not admit there is more money now than 
formerly. C, STEVENS. 

ANSWER, 

In 1860 the stock of gold and silver in all 
the banks and the hands of the people was 
not over 200 millions. The bank note cir- 
culation was 207 millions. Some of it was 
at par; most of it was not.. A considerable 
portion ranged from 90 cents on the dollar 
down to a dime, béing “ wild-cat”’ and 
“blue pup ’”’ money. 

In 1866 there was no gold in circulation 
except on the Pacific coast, but there may 
have been 105 millions in the importing 
cities. The face value of the paper cur- 
rency—legal tenders and national bank 
notes—was 708 millions. But as the paper 
dollar was worth only 66 cents in gold, the 
708 millions had the purchasing power of 
only 467 millions of gold. 

In 1878 there was no “coin” In circula- 
tion except on the Pacific coast and at the 
importing ports, like New York, Boston, 
etc. The legal tenders, greenbacks, and na- 
tional bank notes footed up 712 mitcens. 
The coin value of the paper dollar then 
was 86 2-5 cents, so the 712 millions had the 
purchasing power of 615 millions of gold. 

In 187 the year of resumption, there was 
of gold in the Treasury and in circulation 
245 millions, of silver 41 millions, and of 
greenbacks and national bank notes 676 
millions, every dollar of which had the pur- 
chasing power 6f a gold dollar, making in 
all 962 millions in gold value. 

At present the money in the country is: 
Gold, 589 millions; silver dollars and certifi- 
cates, 426 millions; greenbacks, 346 millions; 
Sherman Treasury notes, 136 millions; and 
national bank notes, 221 millions; or a total 
of 1,718 millions. So the currency has near- 
ly doubled in volume and value since 1879 
instead of having contracted, as the free 
silver spouters are falsely asserting. 


FRESH LITERARY NOTES 


Lieut.-Col. Baden-Powell’s book on the English 
Ashanti campaign is called ‘‘ The Downfall of 
Prempeh,’’ and is supplemented with a special 
chapter on the poHtical and commefcial results 
of the campaign, by Sir George Baden-Powell. 

Sir John Lubbock’s volume on ‘ Scenery in 
Switzerland ’’ will issue from the Macmillan press 
in time to catch the favoring breezes of the an- 
nual popular exodus to the Alps. Though largely 
scientific in character it is said to be popular in 
style. 

Capt. Marryatt is at last to be reprinted in a 
fine twenty-two volume edition by the Dent com- 
pany of London and Little, Brown & Co. of thi 
country. ‘*‘ Peter Simple’’ and ‘‘ Frank Mild- 
may ’’ inaugurate the series. The edition is edit- 
ed by Richard Brimley Johnson.

Louis Frechétte, called by his friends the Cana- 
dian poet-laureate. has written a five-act drama 
in verse for Sarah Bernhardt. The plot is laid in 
Italy in the seventeenth century. The play is to 
be ready for the actress upon her return to Paris 
and will be produced next season. 

‘* Reprinted Pieces, and the Lazy Tour of Two 
Idle Apprentices ’’ is the complex legend upon the 
title-page of the latest volume in the Macmillan 
popular edition of Dickens. The papers are dated 
from 1850 to 1869, and are reprinted in chronologi- 
eal order. They include a certain amount of mat- 
ter that is practigally new. 

The latest London ‘‘ Yellow Book ’’ continues 
the policy of admitting much anonymous rudeness 
in the way of criticism of contemporary writers. 
The London Literary World in a half friendly re- 
view remarks: ‘‘In these days of unrest, when 
jaded idlers are seeking after a sensational sign, 
even pronounced bad manners are hailed for the 
moment as saviors from dullness.’’ 


Stephen Crane's earlier story, ‘‘ Maggie,” is 
about to appear from the Appletons’ press in a 
style uniform with ‘* The Red Badge of Courage.”’

The buzz-saw of the Civil Service Com- 
mission's investigation of the workings of 
the eighth district of the Street Depart- 
ment revolved yesterday and the heads of 
Foreman William Baumer, Assistant Fore- 
man- Henry Schuster, and six other employés 
of the district fell by the wayside. The 
men will not be formally discharged until 
today, but Mayor Swift said yesterday, after 
reading the findings of the commission and 
the evidence heard by it, he would discharge 
the men.

In its report the commission declared its 
ynanimous opinion that William Baumer 
had been guilty of direct violation of the 
eivil service law, and the other persons named 
had not properly performed their duties as 
city employés; and suppressed the truth 
in their evidénce before the commission, and 
refused to aid it in the investigation, and 
recommeneded their discharge as unfit em- 
ployés.

Owing to the small appropriation made for 

‘the commission this year, $25,000, the fear 
of President Clark that it will not last to 
pay office expensés and the cost of investi- 

tions, and his desire to have outside coun- 
sel besides the assistance furnished by the 
Law Department, the Citizens’ Association 
has come to the rescue with an offer of 
money. The association has always advo- 
cated civil service reform, and President R. 
J. Smith has informed J. M. Clark, President 
of the commission, that the association has 
appropriated $10,000, or as much of it as 
necessary, to retain Luther Laflin Mills for 
the investigations into city departments.

Attorneys for the Poisoner Argue a 
Motion for a New Trial. 

The jury which has been trying Joseph 
Windrath’s insanity says he is sane. The 
murder of Carey Birch will bring him to the 
gallows on Friday unless the Supreme Court 
Shall grant a supersedeas, as his attorneys 
have asked. 

Judge Baker’s court-room was crowded 
yesterday morning when the verdict of the 
jury was read. Near the jail entrance to 
the room sat Windrath, and his wife was in 
the audience. 

Attorneys Burres and Pam argued a motion 
for a new trial before Judge Baker in the 
afternoon. Especial stress was laid upon 
the fact that his Honor had refused to give 
an instruction to the jury prepared by the 
counsel for the petitioner, which declared 
that the State must show that Windrath is 
sane beyond all reasonable doubt. 

Judge Baker held that the proof of insan- 
ity beyond any doubt developed upon the 
petitioner, and this proof, as evidenced by 
yw vera of the jury, had not been pro- 

uced,

R. L. Day & Co. of Boston received 
the bonds as the highest bidders, their bid 
being $103,789. The bonds run twenty years.

As 
the committee appointed to audit the ac- 
counts of ex-Supervisor Erickson could find 
no entry of interest in the accounts, and as 
the affidavit which releases the Supervisor 
from putting the public money at interest 
had not been made, the board requested the 

Supervisor to explain at the next meeting. 


OFFENDING MILK DEALERS IN MAY. 


Fifty-six Convictions the Record for 
the Month.

DEMOCRATIC MACHINE ISSUES CALL 
FOR SENATORIAL CONVENTIONS. 


Intentions of Honest Money Advocates 
Anticipated by a Hastily Called 
Meeting of the County Committee— 
Conventions to Be Held on Sept. 23— 
Chairman Gahan Seeks to Extend 
the Olive Branch to Any Who May 
Feel Aggrieved. 

An important purposed move of the honest 
money Democrats has been anticipated and, 
so far as possible, counteracted by the silver 
machine. 

Ever since the gold bugs finally reached a 
determination to reorganize the party in 
Cook County they have strenuously advo- 
cated the nomination, of legislative candi- 
dates in every district. is, in fact, has be- 
come a strong feature of their campaign. It 
has been inducing men to affiliate with them 
who otherwise might hesitate a long time 
before making up their minds to desert the 
organization already established and in 
power. 

Seeing therefore the advantages likely to 
be gained by its enemy, the old silver ma- 
chine got itself into action. All unexpected- 
ly to the public a meeting of the Democratic 
County Central committee was held last 
night, and a resolution was adopted pro- 
viding for conventions to be held in all the 
Senatorial districts of Cook County on 
Wednesday, Sept. 23. 

A provision of the:constitution says the 
committee shall hold meetings the first Tues- 
day in every month. But it has never been 
observed. This month there was occasion 
for a meeting. 

The honest money crowd will hold its re- 
organizing convention June 13. The new 
Central committee might go ahead without 
delay and call Senatorial district conven- 
tions. It would then be in the field ahead 
of the present machine. 


Meeting Hastily Called. 


So notices were sent out hastily for a meet- 
ing last night.. The shortness of the notifica- 
tion was apparent in the attendance of 
members. Sixty-nine answered to roll-call. 
Many were represented by proxies. Two 
or three came in later. The absence of the 
usual crowd of spectators was seemingly an 
indication that the party workers are losing 
interest. 

After a brief explanation Col. H. H. 
Donovan offered the following, which was 
adopted: 

* Resolved, That in all the Senatorial dis- 
tricts comprised within the territorial limits 
of Cook County, that conventions be and 
they are hereby called for Wednesday, Sept. 
23, 1896, for the purpose of nominating candi- 
dates for the General Assembly, it being 
understood that candidates for Senators and 
Representatives are to be nominated in the 
even numbered districts and Representatives 
only in the odd numbered districts. 

** Resolved, That primaries for said con- 
ventions be held on Tuesday, Sept. 22, 1896, 
from 1to7T7p. m., and that the names of the 
judges and clerks, the location of primary 
districts and polling places be handed to the 
Secretary of this committee on or before 
Sept. 10, 1896."’ 


Donovan Gives a Reason. 


Then Mr. Donovan set forth more exten- 
sively why it was necessary to take this ac- 
tion now. He said there was a multitude of 
ambitious gentlemen who are fired with a 
consuming desire to go to the General As- 
sembly. They are beginning to weary the 
County Central committeemen with their ap- 
peals for influence and assistance in pushing 
them along towards a nomination. 

‘““We are being beset by them,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ on all sides. They are constantly 
persistently importuning us to call early 
conventions.”’ 

He further proceeded to dilate upon the 
benefits a man derives by being a member of 
the’ Legislature, and among other things 
accused the man in question of talking but- 
terine when he gets to Springfield. 

Flings of this kind were carrying the thing 
just a little farther than James Quinn 
thought the boundary lines of civility ex- 
tended, so he raised a point of order on the 
speaker. 

‘There may be men here,’’ said Mr. Quinn, 
‘“‘who have served in the Legislature, ani 
it is an insult to talk in that manner about 
them.’’ Turning to Donovan he continued: 
‘“‘ And if you had a spark of decency in your 
make-up you would not say such things.” 


Gahan’s Olive Branch. 


Chairman Gahan had a few words regard- 
ing a story in circulation that certain honest 
money members of the committee are to be 
ostracised by the silverites. He declared 
this to be absolutely false, and knew it was 
being circulated for the purpose of creating 
discord. 

‘The members who did not agree with the 
majority at the meeting May 5 are just as 
welcome to come here now and take part in 
every question pertaining to the Democratic 
party as they were before that meeting. 
They should come and feel at home andask 
for everything they are entitled to. In say- 
ing these things I speak for a majority of this 
committee.’’ 

If any of the forty-seven gold bug mem- 
bers were expected to send in their resigna- 
tions, they as a rule failed todo so. Of the 
forty-seven only John Powers, Stanley 
Kunz, W. C. Walsh, James Ryan, John Ryan, 
M. J. Solon, Mr. Austin, Mr. Corrigan, T. J. 
Mulrony, Mr. Conlon, T. J. O’Malley, and P. 
J. Donahue attended the meeting. 

The only resignation presented came from 
John F. Barrett, committeeman from the 
Town of Proviso. It was accepted, and 
George BE. Steele was elected to fill the va- 
cancy. 


HARRITY’S WORDS UPON LEAVING. 


Honest Money Strength in the Demo- 
eratic National Convention. 


Chairman Harrity dropped a few signifi-. 
cant remarks before he left Chicago for the . 
East. They had direct bearing upon control 


of the National Democratic convention and 
were not favorable to the silverites. 

He said that two-fifths of the delegates 
will stand like a stone wall for honest money. 
* And,” he continued, ** they will come pret- 
ty near controlling the actions of that con- 
vention.” 

But Mr. Harrity could not be induced to 
make an explanation of what he clearly 
meant by such a prediction. However, the 
assumption is there will be division and dis- 
organization among the free silverites. In 
fact, they are said to be splitting up already. 
Aristocratic men like Joseph Blackburn of 
Kentucky are not, so the knowing ones say, 
going to train with the Altgeld-Brian ele- 
ment. Then, too, the impression that Alt- 
geld has worked Illinois for silver simply to 
be against Cleveland is gaining ground. At 
least the big politicians who have been as- 
sembled here this week say as much. Fur- 
thermore, there is something of a row on 
among them as to how the silver plank shall 
be worded. 


What Kentucky Will Do. 

A national committeeman suggested yes- 
terday that the Kentucky convention will 
give indorsement to a resolution which will 
be offered in the national convention. ‘“‘And,”’ 
he further observed, “ it will not be satis- 
factory to the free coiners of Indiana, IIli- 
nois, and Iowa. It will suit Kentucky and 
Missouri,”’ 

So Mr. Harrity’s remarks may possibly be 
based on the gereral conviction that two- 
fifths of the delegates, solidly united, com- 
pletely organized, and ready for a fight will 
thereby be able to demoralize the opposition 
and thus control the convention. 

It was expected that the subcommittee, 
having in charge arrangements for the con- 
vention, would do something at its meeting, 
which ended yesterday, towards shaping 
the temporary organization. But it did not. 
There were snatches of discussion about a 
Chairman, but not enough to indicate who 
the national committee has in view. 

Col. Prather admitted he was having some 
trouble with the Missouri delegation be- 
cause he wants to put ex-Gov. Francis for- 
ward for the position. As the ex-Governor 


he had no fears of iosing his 
Subcommittee Again in Session. 


Bemis. The Committee on Music and Dec-

LAST BRICK LAID IN A WATER TUNNEL. 


Commissioner Kent Officiates While 
Invited Guests Crowd Around 
Under the Lake. 


The ceremony of laying the last brick in 
the new seven-foot water tunnel extension 
from the west end of the government pier 
to the two-mile crib was performed yester- 
day. This tunnel connects with the Chicago 
avenue pumping works. A score of city of- 
ficials and prominent citizens took part. 

At a point nearly 100 feet below the surface 
of the lake, 1,600 feet east of the crib, and 
nearly two miles from shore, the invited 
guests crowded about W. D. Kent, Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, while he fixed the 
final brick in the wall by ‘the light of a 
smoking lantern. According to Commis- 
sioner Kent and City Engineer Jackson, 
the tunnel is a record breaker in many ways. 
It was the first of many tunnel contracts to 
be finished and ready to turn over to the 
city without one cent of “‘ extras ’”’ being de- 
manded. 

The total cost is $100,000 or one-half what 
has been paid for other tunnels of similar 
length, 

All previous records in tunnel building 
were broken in the matter of time. The 
biggest day’s work was 33.02 feet and the 
average for all working days approximately 
25 feet daily. 

The water will be turned into the tunne’ 
in fifteen days or as soon as the final in- 
spection is made after the débris and rail- 
road tracks are removed. 

The two forces of men, working from op- 
posite directions, met last Friday at the 
point where the last brick was placed. 

It was found that the calculations of the 
engineer in charge' had been so accurate 
that the two ends met center to center. 

The shore end of the tunnel was built in 
1890. It was in use but’six months, when it 
was abandoned because the water was im- 


pure. The ¢ontract for the 6,000-foot ex- 


tension was let last September, and work 
commenced in the latter part of October. 
Mayor Swift was to have wielded the 
trowel in laying the last brick. yesterday, 
but was detained at his home by temporary 
indisposition. 

The boat which carried the excursion party 
left the foot of La Salle,street at 3 p. m. 
The party was landed at the one-mile in- 
take. All on board were lowered into the 
tunhel through the 80-foot shaft in the 
‘“‘cage’’ used to convey brick and other 
material. Then came a long ride in little 
‘‘ gondola” cars, with dwarf mules supply- 
ing the motive power. After the brick 
laying the party walked the remaining dis- 
tance to the two-mile crib, where the crowd 
was hoisted above the water’s level, and 
the homeward journey commenced.

CHICAGO SCULPTOR SPEAKS OF NEW 
YORK ARTISTS’ JEALOUSY, 


Accusations Against Him in Connec- 
tion with the Competition for the 
Gen, Sherman Statue in Washing- 
ton Denounced as Insulting and 
Libelous—Charges, He Says, Will 
Recoil Upon the Heads of Those 
Making Them. 


Carl Rohl-Smith, the Chicago sculptor, who 
carried off the prize in*the competition for 
the Gen. Sherman statue, to be erected in 
Washington, is in nowise disturbed by the 
threatened protest of the National Sculpture 
Society. He indignantly denies the charge 
that favoritism was shown him by the 
Dodge committee, and says the outcry raised 
in New York over his success is due solely 
to sectional jealousy in the profession. 

He declares that he has never had a “ pull”’ 
in Washington, and has had no one working 
there in his interest. That such action 
should be taken by the New York artists, or 
even talked about, he thinks a reflection 
against them rather than a matter that 
should demand attention on his part. Prop- 
erly speaking, he thinks it a direct insult to 
the committee in charge of the work. 

That two models were made by him Mr. 
Smith admits, but that the first scheme 
could have been carried out for $10,000 he 
says is false. The granite alone in the 
pedestal as first planned, he says, would 
cost $35,000. The change, he explains, was 
made so as to permit of artistic work in the 
way of bas-reliefs and statues at the base 
of the monument, which would not have 
been possible according to the first plan 
with the appropriation made for the monu- 

ent. 

Insulting and Libelous. 

“Favoritism!’’ exclaimed Mr. Smith. 
“ The charge is not less a libel than an in- 
I have had no assistance of any form 
or shape in securing the contract for the 
monument. I simply put,in my design the 
same as the rest of the artists and was con- 
tent to stand the same chances. My plans 
were accepted and I have no hesitation in 
saying that, so far as I am concerned, the 
decision was based on merit and merit alone. 
I mean by that I resorted to no tricks and 
sought no one’s influence. I defy any one 
to adduce a single scrap of evidence to the 
contrary. 

“The insinuation is made that I got the 
prize through the friendship of Gen. Dodge. 
It is also said I got the contract for the lowa 
State monument in the same way. Both 
statements are wholly. without foundation. 
I never met Gen. Dodge till a year after I 
had been accorded the contract for the Iowa 
State monument, and that was once when 
Gen. Dodge was passing through Chicago 
and I met him at the old Grand Pacific 
Hotei, The only bust of Gen. Dodge I ever 
made was for the monument I have been 
speaking about, and I did not hnow for 
months after I had gotten the contract that 
Gen. Dodge was to be one of the Generals 
to be represented on the work. I then got 
his portrait and that was my first introduc- 
tion to him. 

‘Of course I have been in Washington 6n 
the matter, as have the other artists who 
entered the competition. I returned from 
there yesterday morning. But.to say that 
is simply to say that I did: just asthe others 
did. That there has been much bitter feel- 
ing and professional jealousy over the com- 
petition’ everybody knows. It has cropped 
out time and again, and this last step in the 
matter is no surprise to me or to many 
another who has followed the progress of 
the award. 

New York Artists’ Action. 

“If the New York artists see fit to rule 
me out or file a protest it is their privilege, 
and I am quite willing they should do so. I 
will say this, however, they will do them- 


selves more harm by so doing than they will. 


me. I entered the lists with the others and 
if the award had been adverse to me I 
should have taken it gracefully—as grace- 
fully as I could. My plans were chosen 
with three others out of twenty-six, and 
from these four mine were again chosen. 
That is all there is about it. 

“ The fact remains that I have the award, 
and therefore no amount of ruling or pro- 
testing about the decision will make any 
difference. It can only be a matter of spite 
work, and that will tend to no purpose save 
petty self-satisfaction. I think the time 
has gone by when New York can claim 
everything or when four members of the 
National Sculpture Society can dictate to 
the country what it should or what it shall 
have in the way of art works. That ap- 
parently is what some of the artists in New 
York would like. 

**I should rather not be quoted on the dis- 
pute at all, for it seems to me a question for 
the committeemen tofight out. I have taken 
part in no log-rolling.and I would rather not 
be pulled into the wrangle. If the members 
of the National Sculpture Society want to 
they can for all I care. That they should 
feel sore fs natural. That they should want 
to vent their spite is perhdps just as 
natural.”’ 

A dispatch from Washington says that so 
far as any Official action may, be concerned 
nothing will be done to prevent the Chicago 
sculptor from carrying out his contract. 
When the award was made last week that 
ended the matter so far as those in authority 
might be concerned. 


Faneral of Vincent H. Spalding.

RULES FOR PULLMAN ROAD RACE. 


All Preliminary Arrangements Are 
Nearing Completion. 

All preliminury wrrangements for the Pull- 
man road race are nearing completion and 
everything is being done to make:it a big 
success. Capt. C. E. Jones of the South 
Side Cycling club says the race will be the 
largest ever run in the world with the ex- 
ception of the recent Chicago road race, and 
he expects the entries to reach the 500 mark. 
The South Side Cycling club will have the 
entire management of the race and has 
appointed several committees to attend to 
all necessary arrangements. The commit- 
tees have the appointment of officials and 
the adoption of the rules to attend to. The 
rules governing the race are as follows: 


Rule 1. The course shall be as follows: Start at 
north line of Van Buren street in Michigan ave- 
nue, south to Fifty-fifth street, east through 
Washington Park, over Palmer avenue to Midway, 
east on Midway to Jackson Park, through Jack- 
son Park, over west lagoon road and Westfield 
avenue to Sixty-seventh street, south on Stony 
Island avenue to Ninety-fifth street west to Pull- 
man road, southwest on Pullman road to One 
Hundred and Third street, west on One Hundred 
and Third to Cottage Grove avenue, south on Cot- 
tage Grove avenue to One Hundred and Sixth 
street, west to Stevenson avenue, south on Steven- 
son avenue to One Hundred and Seventh street, 
west on One Hundred and Seventh street to Pull- 
man avenue, south on Pullman. avenue to One 
Hundred and Eleventh street, east on One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh street to point of finish, 200 
feet east of Fulton avenue. 

Rule 2. This race will be run under the auspices 
of the South Side Cycling club. 

Rule 3. This race is open to any amateur cyclist 
in good standing. 

Rule 4. The entrance fee shall be $2.

Murphy had a conference with Fanning 
yesterday morning, itis not known whiat 
about, and in the afternoon went to Wheel- 
ing, it is said, to get the evidence of a man 
with whom he says he left his satchel. 
From this it will be seen that Murphy is not 
letting. the grass grow under his feet and 
that he is doing some lively hustling for that 
much-disputed time prize, which no small 
number of wheelmen think he won fairly and 
squarely and.should have. If he succeeds 
in getting the man at Wheeling to testify 
that he left his satchel with him on the 
morning of the race it will go a long way 
towards proving his right to the time prize. 

Murphy has several reliable witnesses to 
prove that they saw and spoke to him while 
standing in line with his class waiting for 
the stant, and thinks he can get as many 
more. Pobre is only one question to be set- 
tled about this affair, and that is did Murphy 
start at Wheeling or at Niles? If it is 
proven that he started at Wheeling, then 
the whole matter is at an end, as the judges 
know that he finished at Garfield. On the 
other hand, witnésses have testified 
that they saw Murphy come _ from 
the direction of Jefferson clad-in citizen’s 
clothes and go into the barn near Niles, and 
afterwards come out dressed in a black 
riding suit and mount his wheel and dash off 
down the road after the two riders who had 
passed. One of these men identified him at 
the A. C. C. meeting on Monday night as the 
man who came out of the barn and entered 
the race at that point. 

Mr. Wichman, who was at Niles, and who 
claims and testified before Fanning he saw 
Murphy leave the barn and enter the race, 
went out yesterday afternoon with Referee 
Fanning to look over the ground and point 
out to him the exact place where he claims 
he saw Murphy join. Wichman was with 
two young men when he saw Murphy at 
Niles and-has their testimony also. Wichman 
is a member of the Clarendon Wheelmen. 

John Burdsal is the name of the other man 

who says he saw Murphy at Niles. Hesays 
that if it was not Murphy it was a man 
dressed just like him, and that no matter 
whether it was Murphy or not, some one en- 
tered at Niles who came from the direction 
of Jefferson, and not from Wheeling. 
A great many wheelmen think Murphy 
has been badly treated and should have the 
prize. In fact, he has a majority of the 
cyclers on his side, though the majority is 
small. If Murphy really did enter the race 
at Wheeling and in his proper class then 
they believe he has been badly treated in- 
deed, but if he did not and sneaked into the 
race at Niles he deserves to be condemned 
and shunned by all advocates of honést 
racing, which, if the charge is proven, will 
be done. 


MAROONS WIN IN ATHLETIC MEET. 


Lake Forest and Northwestern Uni- 
versities Are Beaten. 

For the third time the University of Chi- 
cago carried off the banner in the annual tri- 
collegiate athletic meet. In two previous 
contests the victory has been achieved on 
the athletic grounds at Thirty-fifth street 
and Wentworth avenue, Yesterday Lake 
Forest and Northwestern went down before 
the brawny maroons on Marshall Field be- 
fore a small but enthusiastic crowd. 

Track records were smashed right and left 
in spite of a slow track, and in the field 
events the marks were also above the aver- 
age.
